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ed too, that the four heads, in the form 
of a diamond, make an unpleafing fhape. 
All regular figures fhould ftudioufly be 
avoided. — The fight would have been 
well diftributed, if the bailiff holding the 
orre(t, and the chairman, had been a 
tle lighter, and the woman darker. 'The 
plare of the white apron is difegreeable. 
—We have, in this print, fome beautiful 
inftances of exprefjion, The furprife and 
terror of the poor gentleman is apparent 
in every limb, as far as is confiltent with 
the fear of difcompofing his drefs. The 
inlolence of power in one of the bailiffs, 
and the unfeeling heart in the other, 
which can jett with mifery, are ftrongly 
marked. The telf-importance too of the 
honett Cambrian is not ill pourtrayed ; 
who is chietly introduced to fettle the 
chronology of the fttory.—In point of 
grece, we have nothing ftriking. Ho- 
gaith might have introduced a depree of 
itin the female figure ; at leaft he might 
have contrived to vary the dilagreeable 
und heavy form of her crepery.—The 
perlpecive is good, and makes an apree- 
able thepe.—I cannot leave this print 
without remarking the falling band- box. 
Such reprefentations of quick motion are 
very ablurd ; end every moment the ab- 
fordity grows flronger. You cannot de- 
ceive the eye. The falling body ms/? 
appear sot to fall. Obje&s of that kind 
ate beyond the power of reprefentation. 

Dithculties croud {o faft upon our hero, 
that at the age of twenty-five, which he 
fettns to have attained in the fifth plate, 
we find him driven to the neceflity of 
merrying a woman whom he detetts, for 
ier fortune. The compofition here is ve- 
ty good ; and vet we have a difagreeable 
regalaritv in the climax of the three fi- 
gures, the metd, the bride, and the 
bridegroom. — The dight is not ill diftri- 
buted. The principal tigure too is grace- 
ful; and there is ftrong expreffion in the 
ieeming tranquillity of bis teatures. He 
bices his contempt of the objeé& before 
him, as well ashe can; and yet he can- 
not do it. She toe has as much meaning 
crn appear throu,h the deformity of 
her teatures. The clergvman’s face we 
are well ecquaiited with, and alfo his 
Wig; though we cannot pretend to fay, 
Where we have feen eithere The clerk 
foo ts an udmirable fellow. — The per- 
/fCire is well underftood; but the church 
is too imeil, and the wooden poft, which 
leenis to have no ufe, divides the pi@ure 
very dilagreeably. — The creed loft, the 
femmancments broken, and the poor’s 
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box obftruéted by a cob-web, are all ex- 
cellent ftrokes of fatirical humour. 

The fortune which our adventurer has 
jutt receivec, enables him to make one 
pufh more at the gaming-table. He is 
exhibited in the fixth print, venting cur- 
fes on his folly for having loft his lait 
flake. — This is upon the whole perhaps 
the beft print of the fet. The horrid 
{cene it deicribes, was never more mimi- 
tably drawn, The composition is arttul, 
and natural. If the fhape of the whole 
be not quite pleafing, the figures are fo 
well prouped, and with fo much eafe and 
varicty, that you cannot take offence. — 
In point of light, it is more culpable. 
There is not fhade enough among the fi- 
gures to balance the glare. If the neck- 
cloth and weepers of the gentleman in 
mourning had been removed, and his 
hands thrown into f{hade, even that alone 
would have improved the etleét. — The 
expreffion, in almott every figure, is ad- 
mirable; and the whole is a {trong ree 
prefentation of the bhaman mind in a 
ftorm. Three ftapes of that fpecies of 
madnefs which attends gaming, are here 
defcribed. On the firft fhock, all is in- 
ward difmay. The ruined gamefter is 
reprefented leaning again{ft a wall, with 
his arms acrofs, loft in an agony of hor- 
ror. Perhaps never paflion was delcribed 
with fo much force. Ina fhort time this 
horrible gloom burits into a florm ef fury z 
he tears in pieces what comes next him; 
and kneeling down, invokes curfes upon 
himfelf. He next attacks others; every 
one in his turn whom he imagines to bave 
been inttrumental in bis ruin. — The ea- 
per joy of the winning gamefters, the 
attention of the ufurer, the vehemence 
of the watchman, and the profound re- 
verie of the highway:man, are all admi- 
rably marked. There is great coolnefs 
too exprefied in the little we fee of the 
fat pentieman ut the end of the table. 
The figure oppofing the madinan is bad : 
it has a drunken appearance ; and drunk- 
ennefs is not the vice of a gaming-table, 
— The principal figure is if drawn. The 
per/pedtive is formal; and the execution but 
inditferent : in heightening his expreflion 
Hogarth bas loft his fpirit. 

The feventh plate, which gives us the 
view of a jail, has very little init. Ma- 
ny of the circumftances which may well 
be fuppofed to increafe the mifery of a 
confined debtor, are well contrived; but 
the fruitful genius of Hogarth, I fhould 
think, might have treated the iubject in 
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amore ecp'ous manner. The epifode of 
the fiinting woman wight have given 
wav to many circumflances more proper 
tothe eccaficn. This is the fame woman 
whom the rake difcards in the frit print, 
by whom he is refcued in the fourt) 
i prefent at his marriage, who to 
hin into jal, and lafily to Bedlam. The 
thought is rather unnatural, and the mo- 
ral certainly culpable. — The compofitio

In which 
the complaints, trial, fentence, and pus 
nif ment, of David ‘Bl her ey, are 
prefented and examined with condous, 
By C. Lucas, M.D. Steel. 


St anding armies are not efteemed aprees

Was an extraordinary clamour which had 
been raifed apainit the condud of we 
Patriotic and bunsne Dr Lucas, with ree 
jpect to David Biakeney, a mee 
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the regiment of artillery, whom the Doc- 
tor wes informed had been verv cruelly 
treated, and therefore be interefted him- 
felf in bis behalf; for which having been 
cenfured, inftead of being applauded, he 
hos thought ft to ftate the cate, firit in 
toa member of fociety whom he 
thoveht injured, end next m= repard to 
his owen reputation, as a citizen, and as 
amember of parliament. 

It appears by this publication, that 
Dr Lucas bed been informed, that the 
private en of the roval regiment of artil- 
in abe ghbourmg kingdoin, having long 
jabevred urder heavy oppretlions, with 
ielpect to exceflive deduétions and ftop- 
pages out of their fubfiftence, for fuper- 
punerary cloaths, and other matters, 
ccreeal le to the fancies of tome of their 
ohcers, but quite contrary to law, refol- 
ved to feek redrets : but as a complaint 
ef 2 number of men would have drawn 
onthem the penalty of mutiny, they pitch- 
ei upon David Biakeney, a matrofs, 
to make the complaint in his own name. 
i¢ remonftrated upon thofe grievances to 
lis oficers; but without eny redrefs. 
At lenyth the complaints were made to 
the commanding officer ; but as this was 
only attended with a mitigation in fome 
of the fiphtett articles, a regimental 
cour-martial was fummoned, before 
which Blakeney laid the caufes of his 
Cleontent, 

Thisc—t, fo far from relieving, ag- 
paveted the complained of prievances, by 
mpriicning Blakeney. He then made 
“appeal to a general court-martial ;

Lim loaded with irons, like a thief 
“Ta robber, to execution ; declaring his 
the BR fubmiflion to fuffer agreeably to 
nce, and his cefolution to go 
under the conduét of the 
“akelt drummer in the corps. 

his cficer had humanity enevgh to 
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be touched with fuch remonftrances and 
declarations, and therefore led the fuiter- 
er to the place of execntion, without the 
manacles, which were only carried with 
the guard; for which the humane and 
generous officer was blemed and repri- 
manded. But he bravely exonerated 
himfelf, by producing the fuppoied crimi- 
nal, agreeable to law. 

But the poo matro{s had no fooner 
reached the place of execution, than he 
was aflailed with cruel fcoffs and infolent 
and wanton abule. Such as, ** Oh ho, 
Mr Blakeney, have we got you ?—You 
have efcaped the gallows, but d me 
if you fhall efcape us: you villain, we 
will have your blood.”— Another. fays, 
D— ve, vou fcoundrel, you fhall 
now pay for all your impucence and vil- 
Jainy."— ** Come, you dog,” fays a 
third, ftrip, itrip, G— d you, 
{trip,” and fo jays hold on his cloatls, to 
drag them off. 

How oft have we feen a poor, quiet, 
tame, inoffenfive bull, drove eafily to 
market, rudely attacked, and hallooed 
and goaded into madnefs Oppretlion 
makes a wife man mad. —No wonder, 
then, this poor unhappy wretch was drove 


into that fit of diftraétion, which preci- 


pitated him into the rafh violent ac of 
fuicide, which in his cool moments he has 
lamented, and condemned his rafhrets, 
in terms of the deepeft penitence, and 
moft fincere {hame and remorle. 

I am well informed, be had no knife 
about him, but borrowed one from one 
of the foldiers, to cut fome ftring that 
held his fhabby garments topether. In 
this inftant, galled and fretted with uon- 
merited abufe and feverity, the frantic 
fit feized him, and be plunged the knife 
feveral times into his belly, and threw it 
to the mofl cruel and infolent of his tor- 
mentors. 

That merciful gentleman dragged up 
the poor wretch’s thirt ; heaped impre- 
cations and abufes upon him; called him 
villain and 1coundrel, and faid, if he was 
not a coward, he would take up the 
knife, and finith himfelf; fwore he thould 
not efcape in this manner, but ordered 
him to be tucked up, and whipped. 

But here the mercy of bis colonel was 
called forth. He prevented the whip- 
ping, till the chirurgeon fhould fee and 
exainine the wounds, and report ihe ex- 
ecution not dangerous. Upon which, 
loaded with more imprecations and ab- 
ule, fur difappointing {ome gentlemen 
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ef the expe&ed entertainment, he was 
fent to the infirmary.” 

Blakenev’s fufferings having been re- 
cited to Dr Lucas, ke, with his accu- 
ftomed humanity and benevolence, en- 
deavoured to gain a refpite of his fen- 
tence, and a general redrefs of fuch in- 
juries for the future. His efforts were 
unfuccefsful; and he thus proceeds in 
his detail. 

** Nothing now prevented the execu- 
tion of the fentence upon Blakeney, but 
the report of the furgeons, which was, 
that his ttate of health made the execu- 
tion dangerous to his life. 

In the mean time, this unfortunate, 
brave foldier, wrote me feveral let- 
ters, thanking me for my endeavours to 
ebtain mercy for him, though they pro- 
ved fruitlefs ; begging I would be under 
no concern for him, nor put myfelf un- 
cer anv obligation to anv great man for 
his pardon; faying, he was aflured of 
Goa’s pardon, on his penitence, for the 
rath and {hameful a& he committed in 
his pailion ; that he would be foon recover- 
ed of bis wounds, and that he would be 
able to bear the deftined punifhment, like 
a folcier and a man. 

I am well informed, that, during this 
time, many applications and offers were 
made to him by different perfons, fome 
ef diftinguilhed ftations in life, who all 
pretended friendfhip for him, blamed him 
for taking my advice, as they unjuitly 
termed my interpofing for mercy, prefled 
him to be guided by them, and they 
would infure him, what I had not inter- 
elt to obtain, his pardon. 

He candidly acquitted me of being an 
advifer, thanked them for their friendly 
interpofition, and afked, what they would 
have him do? 

But when, to his aftonifhment, he 
found, they offered no beter terms, than 
his confefling himfelf in the wrong, and 
bepging pardon of the officer, or officers, 
againit whom he complained, he treated 
thole agents, as maigued enemies, with 
the utmott contempt and indipnation ; 


faid, be would not, by any cegree of 


falfehood, forfeit the favour of thet ho- 
novrable and humane pentleman, for 
their procuring him a full pardon ; {wore, 
be would not put his hand to a feifehood, 
to procure a thoufand puineas in the 
Place of every lath he was to receive; 
and that he would fuffir his flefh to be 
Whipped otf, or torn from his bones, be- 
fore he would certify a lie. 
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Are thefe the fentiments of a daftard 
flave ? of a pitiful delerter? or a felf. 
convi@ed coward ?—Or, is not this the 
Janguage of innocence and virtue, of a 
brave, free, refolute and heroic foldier? 
Compare this with his deportment and 
conduct at bis cruel execution and fince, 
and thence determine the charaéter of 
the ill fated man ! 

Now, view him, after fome violent 
wounds, and a tedious indifpofition, and 
the neceflury long confinement in an ho- 
{pital, marched to the dreadful place of 
execution, where cruel {coffs, inhuman 
infolence, and mean abule, had before 
drove him into madnefs, and to an a of 
{uicide. What was his behaviour under 
thefe trying circumftances ? 

His enemies are forced to confefs, that 
he marched with matchilefs intrepidity 
and determined coolnefs and rejolution. 
He {tripped off his cloaths, as readily, as 
cheerfully, as if be were but going to 
bed, and calmly, and coolly, and firmly, 
vielded up his hands, to be tied as high 
as was judged neceflary for his more ef- 
torment. 

The deputy-executioners, after fhew- 
ing how perfe& their inftruments of tor- 
ture, how well prepared their mounted 
hanks of knotted whip-cord were, got 
their orders, each, as flowly, and deli- 
berately, and effectually as poflible, to 
infli& the allotted number of lathes. 

How did he bear this rigorous punifh- 
ment? With fortitude that amazed his 
principal and deputy executioners. Not 
amoan, or even a figh, was heard. Not 
a mufcle of his body winced. Not a line 
of his face was moved, except into finiles 
of contempt on his principal executioners, 
who protrated his pain as long as poflible, 
and now and then threw out a worthy ¢ 
jaculation, ** D—n the villain, nothing 
will conquer bim.” 

After making the execution thus 4s 
diftreisful, by delay, and as painful as 
potlible, the brave tortured foldier, afte 
being with difficulty refcued, by the hu- 
manity and judgement of the chirurgeos 
ot the artillery, from the barbarous, m- 
human, exploded praétice of pickling the 
mangied feih with falt brine, as fome 
of the barrack-chirurgeons advifed, was 
forced to put on his cloaths, without get 
ting anv drefing for his lacerated cat- 
cafe. He feemed as compofed, as if he 
felt no pain. He defired to be taken to 
the infiemary. He was denied it. 
then demanded it, as his right; * 
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very foldier paid for fupporting it, whe- 
ther in Gicknels or in health; he there- 
fore infilted upon it, as his right ; and 
yon refuling to ge to Chappel-Tzod, and 
demanding his right to the infirmary, a 
right which cannot in juftice, and much 
je(s in humanity, be denied, he was tei- 
zed asa prifoner, and compelled to walk 
from the place of execution in Dublin, 
to the barrack at Chappel-Izod, with his 
kin and fleth cut, torn, and mangled, 
and his body weltering in gore. Yet all 
this in no fort could difmay or damp the 
coutage of this valiant, but unfortunate 
foldier. 

Was this the deportment of a bale 
flave? of a dattardly deferter, or confci- 
ence-condemned coward? Was it not 
the intexible fortitude, and boundlefs 
valour, which bold truth, confcious in- 
nocence, and innate virtue, alone can 
infpire and iupport 2 

Yet all this was fo far from moving the 
generous regard or compaflion of thofe 
who fuperintended this execution, that 
they ftill infolently taunted him, with 
bidding him now fend for his friend Dr 
Lucas. 

Dr Lucas is neither afraid nor afhamed 
of being a frienc to the innocent and ihe 
diftrefled. He is not, cannot be, as is 
expected, oflended at being fo deemed, 
end much lefs at being called by his 
wane; while he, in compeflion to thofe 
wio fhewed more favage barbarity, than 
éttention to law, juitice, judgement, 
humanity, or mercy, in their treatment 
of this opprefied foldier, mentions not 
one ot their names, wifhiny rather to de- 
vole them to perpetual oblivion, than to 
lwing infamy.” L. Ch.

Vienna, April27. Letters from Con- 
ftantinople fay, that a body of 30,000 
janifaries has received orders to hold 
themlelves in readinefs to march; but 
thofe letters do not mention for what 
country. Some perfons, however, infer, 
that they are dettined to fuppert the new 
confederacy in Poland.” 

** London, May 28. Itis certain the 
Turks are filing off bedies of troops to- 
wards the frontiers of Poland, perticu- 
larly on the fide of Bender, Chockzim, 
and Ockzakow ; but it is the opinion of 
politicians, that fhould the Porte inter- 
meddle in the affairs of Poland, it may 
probably have occafion, fooner or later, 
to repent of it.” 


POLAND. 


lVarfaw, April 6. The confederates 
of Podolia have not laid fiege to Kami- 
nieck, as was reported; and the com- 
mandant of that fortrefs, fo far from 
furrendering, has armed the burglheis, 
and taken every prudent means to pre- 
vent being furpriied. It is feid, that the 
confederates have fent to Con‘tantinopte 
to folicit the afliftance of the Grand Sig- 
nior. Be that as it will, the marthal of 
the confederacy has invited the other pa- 
latines to join him: and the Sieur Po- 
towlki, the peneral of the confederate 
army, bas publifhed a declaration, which 
mnjoins the whole army of the republic to 
acknowledge him for their commander- 
general. Thefe proceedings preativ im- 
barrafs the miniftry, who are apprehen- 
five of the confequences; as neither the 
national troops, nor the inhabitants of 
ihe country, teem difpofed to fiaht a- 
paintt their countrymen who have raie 
fed the flandard of Religion and Liberty. 
A few days ego it was retolved in the fe- 
nate, to fend General Mokranowkki, and 
the Sieur Gudmcfki, to treat with the 
confederates, and hear the fubje@ of 
their grievances ; and likewile to tend 
to the court of Ruflia, to folicit its af- 
fiitence. A detachment of troops, with 
was fenta few days ago 
to Bar. 

It is reported, that a detachment of 
the troops of the crown has furprifed and 
Geicated fome of the confecerates, and 
that ‘he Rullian general is marching to 
difocrfe the rett.” 


Warjew, April 20. An exprefs is are 
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rived, with advice, that the Ruffian 
troops have lately repulfed the confede. 
rates, and drove them to Winca, with 
the lofs of 200 men.” 

Warjaw, April 22. The confede. 
rates of Podolia, having been joined 
a body of between 5 and 6000 Tartars, 
iunmediately diflodged the Ruilians fron 
Winitzo; but the latter, in their re 
turn, being foon reinforced by fome light 
troops, beat the confederates, and obli- 
ged them to abandon that poft, with the 
lofs of too men killed, and fome prifon- 
ers. The Ruilians had but two Coflacks 
wounded, Several horfes belonging to 
the Tartars fell into their hands. The 
only dependence of the confederates is, 
that the Rutlians cannot penetrate into 
Podolia, without giving umbrape to the 
Turks.” 

Varfaw, April 28. We are aflured, 
that a Roffian othcer, in attempting to 
enter a {ima'l village with a detachment 
of fifty Coffacks, was attacked by 300 
confederates, whom he put to flight, af- 
ter killing twelve, and taking nineteen 
prifoners. 

There are now feveral confederacies 
in the kingdom, particularly at Halicz, Ki- 
ovie, and Lublin. At the laft-imention- 
ed place, the Ruffians lately made an 
attempt to carry otf fome of the confede- 
rates, but were refitted by the inhabi- 
tants, who fired on them from their win- 
dows. During the tkirmifh a fire broke 
out, which confumed five hotels and a 
bove 100 houfes.” 

““ Warfaw, April 30. The affairs of 
Podolia begin to wear a ferious alpett. 
There have been already divers tkirmilh- 
es between the confederates and the 
Roffians, and fome killed, wounded, and 
taken prifoners, on each fide: but it's 
feared the fcene will foon become more 
bloody ; and efpecially as we are jutt 
now informed, that the young Prince de 
Repnin, Colonel Ingelftrom, and Lieu- 
tenant Lietzen, who are returned from 
Peterfburg with the ratification of the 
treaty concluded with the commiLaries 
of the republic, and confirmed by the 
diet, have brought at the fame times 
pofitive declaration on the part of the 
Emprefs, that her troops thail not only 
remain in Poland till tranquill ty is 
tirely eftablifhed, but fhal! march 
the confederates in Podolia, ana treat 
them as perturbators of the publ. 
pole.” 


Warfaw, May All the vaiwodie 
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of the kingdom are entered into confe- 
deracy except Lithuania, which {till con- 
tinues in a ftate of tranquillity, owing 
tothe prudent meafures of the Prince 
Primate, and it is affured will wait to 
fee the iflue of the general diet of Po- 
ih Pruflia, which meets next week. 
But it is much doubted whether it will 
have the fuccefs that fome people feem 
to expe’ from it. The nobility of this 
province in general, efpecially of the 
vaiwody of Pomerelle, feem very eager 
ty enter into confederacy, being ani- 
mated with an inconfiderate zeal for re- 
ligion. 

“The confederates advance farther and 
further, and their head-quarters are now 
within feven miles of Lemberg. It is 
faid, that they attempted to carry off 
the Prince Primate and Prince Repnin, 
in the night between the 5th and 6th 
infant; but the gates leading to the 
palace being fhut, and the ont-centinel 
having alarmed the main guard, the bo- 
dy of nen aflembled for this purpofe, 
were obliged to retire with precipitation ; 
fince which Prince Repnin has caufed 
feveral pieces of cannon to be planted 
before the palace, and a body of Ruffian 
chafleurs to be pofted at the avenues to 
the garden. Yefterday morning 300 
Ruflian grenadiers entered this city, in 
order to prevent fuch furprifes, and more 
of thofe troops are expected. We are 
however hitherto perfectly quiet.” 

‘* A letter from the froniiers of Poland, 
Mayg. The fituation of this kingdom is ve- 
ty deplorable, every thing portending con- 
fufion cnd diforder. A new confederacy 
is formed at Halicz, a town in Red Ruf- 
fia, upon the banks of the Niefter, of 
which Mr Potocki, ftaroft of Trembohol, 
isthe chief. It is aflured, that this con- 
federacy is more confiderable than that 
a Bar; that it confifts of upwards of 
6000 regular troops, who are well pro- 
Sided with military ftores; and that fe- 
‘eral pentlemen have joined Mr Potocki. 

'¢ clergy take pains to ftir up the peo- 
ple to a revolt, promifing them the crown 
of martyrdom if they ftand up in defence 
f religion. It is even pretended, that 
the clergy of Warfaw have advanced 
four millions of florins to the Popith con- 
‘ederates, in order to fupport them in 
“ier defigns.” 

* Extracd of a letter from Poland, May 9. 
‘very thing now wears a warlike ap- 
pearance in this kingdom. There has 
JS happened g freth afair between the 
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Ruflians and confederates, wherein the 
latter had 300 killed and wounded, and 
80 made prifoners. If thele troubles are 
not foon appeafed, there is great reafon 
to dread the renewal of thofe barbarous 
ages, the bare remembrance of which is 
enough to make human nature thudder. 
A falfe zeal, which religion never did, 
nor never can infpirve, agitates both par- 
ties, and making then almoit forget they 
are human, feems to transform them in- 
to the molt ferocious of all created be- 
ings. Nothing is preached but martyr- 
dom! The clergy of Warfaw have al- 
ready furnifhed the coniederacy with

** Poland, May 11. They write from 
Wartaw, that advice had been received 
there, that the confederates of Halicz 
have made themfelves mafters of the 
town of Brezany, and taken prifoners 
feveral hundred Poles, who were in gar- 
rifon in the caftle. They allo pofffled 
themielves, by this means, of a great 
quantity of military ftore:, and 50 pieces 
of cannon.”

*© London, May 26. Advices from Pe- 
teriburg remark, that three freth bodies 
of troops have orders to hold themfelves 
in readinefs to march, and that the ceurt 
is come toa refolution of raifing 80,000 
recruits. 

They write from Peterfburg, that moft 
of the apple-trees, cherry-trees, and o- 
ther fruit-trees, in that empire, have 
perifhed hy the feverity of laft winter;

The fruit-trees in the 
hot houfes of the fame pardener, we are 
told, are made by bim to bear thrice ae 
year, without lofing any thing of their 
ftrength; andin the fummer-garden of 
Czarfko- Telo is a palm-tree in full bloom, 
fructified by male duit brought from the 
garden of Carfrube.”

Will the court of 
Rome be ever unmindful, or will it feign 
not to know the hand from which irelf 
and ali churchmen hold their wealth, 
their privileges, and their immunities? 
"Phe Pope is a fovereicn prince in bis own 
conmnions. We fhell aot inquire how 
the fuccef}ors of St Peter became poflef 
fed of a temporal power, unknown in 
the primitive church, and for fo longa 
time a ftranger to their fee. Our reflece 
tions regard only the eftates, Ue privi- 
lepes, the immunitics, and the external 
jurncidtion woich the perfons er ecclefia- 
ttical bodies enjoy in other ftates. It is 
from the conceilion of princes that they 
hold them, and no prince would, or 
could prant them to the detriment of the 
unalienable rights of his fovereigury over 
he poflefions and pertous of his ecclefia- 
flical fudjects. Thore rights eflentially 
include the power of regulating, reftrein- 
ing, withdrawing in whole or in part, 
when the imereit of the fate mey requir 
it, all conceflions obtained from their 
pious liberality.”

In 
Mequence of this refufal, and at the fe 
quett cf his Pruilien Mejefty, the fais 
council is obliged by treaty to force ther 
to obedience, and have- accordingly 
dered the militia of the country % 
ready the 24th of April to a& apainlt the 
town end principality of Neufenatel, 
the inhabitants do not by that time ce” 
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ply. But it is hoped that they will vot 
{uder things to come to that extremity.” 

Noeufchatel, April 28. The proces 
which has fubfitled thefe two vears be- 
tween this ftate and the King of Pruflia 
having lately been decided by the canton 
of Berne, in favour of the latter, the 
Sieur Gaudot, a citizen of Neufchatel, 
who was the King’s Attorney-General, 
and confequently had the management 
of the caule for his Proflian Mejetty, re- 
turned here latt Sunday from Berne, and 
was to have two confieraple pofts given 
him as a reward tor the trouble he had 
taken upon that ocesfion, and the fuccets 
with which it was crowned. The peop!e, 
who accufed hin of betraying his coun- 
tiv, were greatly exalperated agiinfthin; 
ond the'r fury increafed when they faw 
him. The Steur Geudot alighted from 
his coach at fome dittance from his boule, 
and walked the rett of the way through 
a multitude ot people hifling hin, and 
throwing out invedlives agamithin. The 
mob broke fome of the windows of his 
heufe, and a guard was placed to prevent 
further mifchief, 

Notwithttanding this, the populace re- 
turned the nezt day with greater fury 
than before. Upon which the mapiftrates 
endeavoured to get the Sieur Gaudot a- 
wey privately; and for that. purpole 
brought a coach, which was preceded and 
followed by attendants on horleback, in 
the liveries of the ftate. The coach no 
fooner came to the door, but the mob 
broke it to pieces. The magiftrates here- 
upon ordered a company of grenadiers to 
Ciiperfe the mob, About nine o'clock in 
tLe evening the Sieur Gaudot perceiving 
the mulquets and bayonets, and being a- 
fraid of his hfe, he fired feveral piftols, 
and hed the misfortune to wound lome 
of the prenadiers who were fent to de- 
fend him: after which they made but 
little oppofition againtt the mob, who 
then breke into the houfe, and deftroyed 
every thing in it. 

The Sieur Gaudot, end one of his ne- 
phews, barricadoed themfelves in a room 
on the fecond floor, behind a table cover- 
ed with fire-arms. The firft of the mob 
that entered the room was fhot dead; 
but his followers foon revenged his death 
by that of the Attorney-General, who 
Was thot through by feveral balls, and 
tabbed with feveral bayonets. 

Immediately aiter, a man looked out of 
@window, and cried out, **He is dead : 
long live the Prince, and may all traitors 
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perifh!” It was with the greateft dith- 
culty that they could even bury the body 5 
feveral communities refuled their church- 
yards; and no body would make the cof- 
fin, or carry the corpie to the grave: 
and when ihe corpie was brought to the 
burial-place, under an efcort of grena- 
diers, they found the grave filled up. 
Tue puticulars of this afftir are fent to 
Berne and to the court of Berlin.” 

Schafhaujea, Alay 6. Tconfirmto you 
my former advices concerning the atiath- 
nation of the unfortunate Gaudot, which 
I had from one of his nephews. I can 
now inform you, that the receiver Guiner 
has fhared the fame fate. The people 
have carried their audacioufnels to ftuch 
a pitch, as even to threaten with death 
the general and nine or ten other pertons, 
in cafe they fliould take the King’s part. 

Le tumultis general. The funeral of 
the late M. Gaudot was attended by two 
or three perfons only; whereas the body 
of the weaver Dioz, killed in the fray, 
was carried in pomp through the town, 
M. de Dreichau is expected here this e- 
vening. 

Our repency has already not only dif- 
patched orders for the troops to march to 
Neufchatel, but bas alfo wrote to the 
cantons of Lucerne, Friburg, andSoleure, 
to furnifh, according to treaties, a body 
of 500 men each, to be aflembled imme- 
diately. Our great council is actually al- 
fembled, in order to deliberate, whether 
it is proper to augment this body of troops 
before the return of the courier that has 
been difpatched to Berlin. 

The mutineers have burnt a powder- 
mill, fituated in the village of Blain, a 
mile from Neufchatel, and belonzing to 
M. Faverge, one of the nephews of the 
Advocate-General. They have threaten- 
ed to put to fire and {word the mayorfhip 
of Locle, which bas nothing to do with 
them, in cafe it fhould offer in the leaft 
to fkreen from their fury any of thofe 
who hold for the King. 

Notwithftanding all this, deputies ar- 
rived here the day before yefterday to des 
mand {uccours from this ftate. As to the 
reft, the event gives room to believe, 
that the laws of that country, fo given 
to rebellion, will underpo a thorough 
change, end that the guilty will be pus 
nifhed in an exemplary manner. 

The Chevalier de Planta, major in the 
Pruffien fervice, and his adjutant, pafled 
through here, charged with important 
difpatches for the King his matter.”

PORTUGAL. 


Libon, April 29. By a law publith- 
€c cud regiftered the gth inf. the King 
hath initunted a {upreme tribunal, to 
whom his Majeflv attribuies the ceniure 
© books, and the police of beoktelling. 
The attention of this tribunal is not con- 
Pied to books which fhall be printed or 
“troduced into the kingdom, but to 
‘mole which have been already printed or 
troduced, from the eftadlithment of 
tue Jelvits in Portugal to the time of 
their erpulfon. The intention and the 


orders of the King ure, to banith from 
his {tates corrupt morals, fuperftition, 
and ignorance; and not to leave in the 
hands of his fubjects any books but fuch 
as are of pure morality, faze doctrine, 
and calevlated for circulating uf-ful and 
neceflury Knowleaee. Toe will 
meet once asweek, and nothing will be 
determined without the opinion of the 
attorney-general of the crown.” 


BRITISH NorRTH ANERICA. 


Poflor, New England, Fan. 25. Mile 
flones and ermadttone, equal, if not fue 
perior, to Britith, are now to be had a- 
mong ou felves, in quantities as will 
difcourage any import of the latter; and 
our lapidaries muy foon be fupplied with 
heryles, topazes, amethefts, gienets, 
crvitals, ac. found in New England, 
families of the feveral forts io the rough, 
having been fhewn upon "Change; and 
feveral rings enmbellithed with the fame 
forts cut here, have been fold to pentle- 
men of talle, who eftecm them not infe- 
rier to what is imported from England. 
Experiments have alfo been made in pie- 
ces of marble taken from our eaflern 
quarries, by a gentleman of ingenuity in 
this town, which is found to have all the 
good gnualities of the marble brought us 
from the Mediterranean.” 

Boflon, Fan. 29. One of the firft 
things done by the woufe of Repretenta- 
tives in the pretence fetlion of the general 
court, as appears by the printed journals, 
was the zppointinent of a committee to 
confider the ftate of the province. The 
charter of the province, and divers an- 
cient a&s of parhament, eftablifhing the 
rightof the fubjed, were read inthe houte, 
2s well as the late a&ts of parliament efta- 
biithing a revenue in America, and the 
commifiion of the pentlmen appointed 
conunithoners of the cuttoms refidiug here.

a taxation of the colonies, without any 
pothbility of their baving a reprefenta- 
tion in the Bretifh parliament.”

The moderation and good temper which 
appeared to regulate your condu& at the 
opening of this fetfion, fo flattered me, 
that T promiled myfelf that the like dif- 
postion would have continved to the end 
of it.

{elves not fo intent upon preventing it, 
as pon waiting for a ft opportunity to 
revive it. The extraordinary and inde- 
cent olfervations which have beea made 
upon the iecretary of (Late’s letter, wrote, 
as I may fay, in pretence of the King 
himdelf, will folly jottty the tuegettion. 
The caules of the centuce therein con- 
tained, have been fpecially affiened and 
fet forth in the letter itfe!f Thefe cun- 
fes and faéts are vmieerialiy known, and 
no where to be demed : thev are confi- 
dered in the letter as the foie caules of 
cenlure conti quent thereto ; and there 
Was No occalion Lo refort to my letters, 
or anv other letters, for other realons for 
it. TF you think that this cenfure is fin- 
gular, vou deceive yourlelves sand vou 
are not fo well informed of what peile: 
at Weitmintter as you ought to be, if 
you co not know that it is as general and 
extenlive as the knowledge of the pro- 
ceecings to which it is applied: and 
therefore ail your infinuations againtt 
ime, Upon falfe fuppofitions of my having 
you, are vain and grounds 
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lefs, when every effect is to be accounted 
for from a plain narative of fads, which 
mutt have appeared to the fecretary of 
{tite from vour journals. It is not there. 
fore me, Gentlemen, that you cal! to ac- 
count; it is the Noble writer of the let. 
ter hinlelf, the Kony’s minister of fl ste, 
who has taken the liberty to find taule 
with the condu& of a part iv your allim- 
bly. 

Nor am I Jefs innocent of the making 
this letter a fubjeét of public retentinent, 
When, upon the beft advice, I found 
myfelf obliged, to conmmunicate it to vou, 
I did it in fuch a manner, that it might 
pot, and would not, if you had been 
plealed, have tranfpired out of the genes 
ralcourt. Prodent men, moderate mea, 
would have contidered it as an adimoni- 
tion rather than a cenfire; and have 
wade ule of it as a Means of reconciltia- 
tion, rather than of further diftraction. 
But there are men, to whole being (I 
mean the being of their importence) e- 
verlatting contemion is ueceflary and 
by thete has this letter been dragged in- 
to public, and has been made the tudject 
of declamautory obfervations which, to- 


pether with large extrads of the letter: 


itielf, have immediately after been car- 
tothe preis of the publithers of an 
infamous news-paper notwithitanding 
the letter had been communicated in 
corfidence that no copy of it thould be 
pernitted to be taken. So little have a- 
veiled the Noble Lords intention of 
pouting out the means of reftoring peace 
and harmony to this government, and 
iny defire to purfue fuch falutary purpole 
to the utmoft of my power. 
Having faid thus much to vindicate 
invicif, which every Lovet man hasa 
right todo, I muft add, that Ihave done 
nothing on my part to occafion a difpute 
between me and your Houle: it has 
been forced upon me by particular perlons 
for their own purpotes. I never will have 
any dipute with the repretentatives of 
this good people which I can prevents 
and will alwavs treat them with due re 
ecard, and render them real fervice when 
itis in my power.

And I fhall above all endeavour to 
defend this injured country frem the im- 
purations hich are upon it, and the 
evils which threaten if, arifing from the 
machinations of a few, very few, difcon- 
tented men, and by no means to be char- 
ged on the generality of the people.

[return you thanks for your fteady, 
uniferm, and patriotic conduét, during 
this whole feffien, which bas thewn you 
imprefied with a full fenfe of -your duty 
both to your King and your Country. 
The vnanimous example of men of your 
reiediable chara@ers cannot fail of ha- 
ving great weight to engaye the people 
in generel to unite in proper means to 
put av end to the diflenfion which has fo 
long haratfed this province in its internal 
policy, and difyraced it in’ its reputation 
ehroad. fhall not fail to make a faith- 
full reprefentation to his Majetty of your 
ment upon this eccafion.

Boflony March 9. The following is 
acopy of the Earl of ‘Shelburne’s letter 
to our Governor, the treatment of which 
by the houle of Reprefentatives gave 
much etfence to his Excellency, as ap- 
pears by his {peech at the prorogation of 
the great and general court a tew days 
apo. On the 23d of February his Excel- 
lency fent a meffige to the houfe, ine 
forming them that as they had thought 
ht to permit extracts from the fecretary 
of ftate’s letter, with obfervations upon 
it, to be printed in a common news-pa- 
per, it was to no purpofe to continue the 
retiriction of granting copies of it; he 
therefcre confented that it might be en- 
tered on the journals of the houfe. 

the pleafure to fignify to 
vou his Majefly’s approbation of your 
concuét, and to acquaint you, that he is 
wacioully pleafed to approve of your ha- 
‘ing exerted the power lodged in you by 
the conftitution of the province of Mat- 
lachuletts-Bay, of negetiving counleilors 
in the late elections, which appears from 
your feveral letters to have been done 
With due deliberation and judgement. 

Thole whe framed the pre fent char- 
ter, very wilely provided, thatthis power 
fhould be placed in the Governor, as an 
eccafional check upon any indifcreet ufe 
Of the right of electing counfellors, which 
Was given by charter to the atiembly, 
which might at certain periods, by an 
mproper exercife, have a tendency to 
“iilurb the deliberations of that part of 
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the legiflature, from whom the greate(t 
gravity and moderation is more peculiar- 
ly expeéted. As long, therefore, as the 
aflembly ‘hall exert their right of ele@ion 
to the exclufion of the principal officers 
of government from council, whofe pre- 
fence there, as coun/ellors, fo manifettly 
tends to facilitate the courfe of public 
bufinefs, and who have theretore been 
before this period ulually elected; and 
whilft, in particular, they exclude men of 
fuch unexceptionable charatters as both 
the prefent Lieutenant-Governor and 
Secretary undoubtedly are, and that too, 
at a tine when itis more peculiarly the 
duty of all parts of the conttitution to 
promote the re-eftablifhiment of tranquil- 
lity, and not forego the leaft occafion of 
evincing the duty and attachment of the 
colony towards G. Britain 5 it cannot, 
under fuch circumftances, be furprifing, 
that his Majetty’s governor exerts the 
right intruited to him by the fame cen- 
ftitution, to the purpofe of excluding 
thofe fiom the council, whofe miftaken 
zeal may have Jed them into improper 
excefles, and whole private refentments 
(and I fhould be forrv to afcribe to them 
motives {til more blameable) mey, in 
your opinion, further leadthem to imbar- 
rals the adininiitration, and endanger the 
quiet of the province. 

The difpute which has arifen concern 
ing the Lieutenant-Governor’s being pre- 
fent without a voice, at the deliberations 
of the council, is no otherwife important, 
than as it tends to thew a warmth jn the 
houle of reprefentatives, which I am ex. 
tremely forry for.—There is no pretence 
of danger to be apprehended from the 
prelence of the Lieutenant-Governor in 
council, there is no novelty in the prac- 
tice, and there is apparent utility and 
propriety in admitting him to be prefent 
at the deliberations of the council, who 
may be fuddeniy called to the admini- 
firation of the province. If this oppofi- 
tion to the Lieutenant-Governor’s litting 
in council, is to be confidered as perfue 
nal, it mull appear here very extraordina- 
ry, that a perion of his very refpedtable 
characte ‘, and whofe learning and abili- 
ty has been exerted in the fervice of A- 
merica, fhould yet meet with fo much a- 
nimefity and ill-will in a province which 
feems to owe tim particular obligations. 
But the gueflion concerning his admiffion 
feems to he aliec all iv the breatt of the 
council only, as being the proper judges 
of their own privileges, and as having 
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the beft right to determine whom they 
will admit to be prefent at their deiibe- 
rations. 

As to what concerns the agency of the 
province, it is doubtlefS a point that me- 
rits attention : but as matters of this na- 
ture from other provinces have been here- 
tofore under the confideration of the 
Lords of Trade, his Majeity has been 
plealed to refer the whole matter to 
their Lordihips for their report, before 
any determination fhall be taken there- 
upon, 

Iam to imform you, Sir, that it is his 
Majefty’s determined :elolution, to extend 
to you his countenance and protection in 
every conftitutional mealure that thail be 
found neceilary for the fupport of bis po- 
vernment in the Matiachufetts-Bay + and 
st will be vour care, and your duty, to a- 
vail yourlelf of fuch proteéiion thofe 
cafes only where the honour and dignity 
of his Majeity’s government is really mes 
diately or immediately concerned. 

It is unnecetlary to obferve, that the 
nature of the Englifh conttitution is fuch, 
as to furnifh noreal ground of jealoufy 
to the colonies : and where there is fo 
large a foundation of contidence, it can- 
not be, but that acenental jealoufies 
mutt fubfide, and things acain return to 
their proper and natura! courfe ; the ex- 
tremes even of legal right. on either 
fide, though fometimes neceijirv, are al- 
ways inconvenient; end men of real pro- 
perty, who muit be fentible that their 
own profperitv. is conneéted with the 
tranquillity ef the province, will not long 
be inactive, and fuffer their quet to be 
difturbed, and the peace and fafety of 
the flate endangered, by the indilcretion 
or refentment of any.

You will perceive by a letter from his 
Excellency General Gage, herewith laid 
before you, that, from accounts received 
from all quarters, (particularly from Sir 
William Johnfon), of the 
of the Indians, and their ill difpofition 
towards ur, there is great reafon to appre. 
hend an inmediate rupture with them, 
unle(s fone etie¢tual means are fullen up. 
on to pacity them; and that the intults 
and injuies they have received from the 
frontier-inhabitants, chiefly of Virginia, 
and the perverfe and obitinate difpofition 
of a number of people, who, contrary 
to his Mejeftyw’s proclamation, and the 
principles of juitice, have fettled, and 
are daily fetthing, upon their unpurcha- 
fed lands, are the priacipal caules of their 
complaints. And I muft inform you, 
that thole fettlements upon the Indian 
lands to the weftward of the Allegheny 
mountains, now appear, by the line late- 
ly run bet ween Pentylvania and Maryland, 
to be withia the bounds of this provinee, 

As nothing can be of more importance 
to this province, than preventing the ca- 
lamitous effets of an Indian war, of 
which we have had the moft melancholy 
experience, and ihe principles both of 
juttice and policy call for a {peedy recrets 
of the grievances complained of by the 
Indians, I would willingly take every 
mesfure in my power, not only to fe 
move the jolt caufes of their complaints 
of paft injuries, but to protect tneir pete 
fons and properties for the future. Bet 
as the laws of the province are infui- 
cient for the purpole, and the fteps hi- 
therto taken, both by proclemations ifiued 
in purfyance of the King’s commands, 
and threats of exerting a military force, 
have proved ineffeétual, I mutt earneftly 
recommend to you the framing a law, net 
only to remedy the prefent evil, but to 
puniil futore delinquencies of the iame 
kind ; and that a fuitable provifion be 
made for defraying any expence which 
may attend the receflary exertion of the 
powers of government, in the reinova 
of thole rath and lawlets intruders.

A meffage to the Governor from the Aiye™ 
bly, dated Fan. 13. 
** May it pleale your Honour, 


THE fubject of your meiiage of 
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sh inftant, and the letter from his Ex- 
cellency General Gage, therein referred 
to, wasof io ferious a nature, that we 
thought it our duty to take it immediate- 
iy under the mott deliberate confideration. 
The diflutisfaction and ill difpofition of 
the Indians towards us, with his Excel- 
lencv’s and Sir William Jobnfon’s appre- 
henfons of an immediate rupture with 
them, ave truly alarining, and certainly 
cenend the utmoft attention of every 
colony that is in any manner expofed to 
their violence, or conneted with them. 
We find from his Excellency’s letter, 
and one Own ingniry, that the caules of 
the prefent ill temper of the Indians, are 
tie wuducious incroechments mace by a 
nucter of people who have fettled on 
tieir Jands at Reditone creck and Cheat 
iver, within the bounds of this province, 
andthe murders committed on a pumber 
oi Seneca and other Indians, by pertons 
who have hitherto bid defiance to the 
livs, and eluded the hands of juttice. 
Theie offences, fo injurious to the rights 
of the natives, and the fccurity of their 
perion’, in violation of the folemn trea- 
ties of peace aud fiiendthip eflablithed 
with them, and in contempt of his Ma- 
jetty’: proclamation, and the laws of the 
colony where committed, cannot fail to 
create 1 their minds the mott dangerous 
jcsloufes of our public faith and integri- 
ty, and are probably motives to their de- 
fign of forming a powerful confederacy 
inthe fpring. The fetilement of their 
lands without their confent, we fear, has 
endered them fulpicious, that we intend 
tom.ke them our own, without paying 
ely Confideration forthem. And the re- 
peated murders perpetrated on their peo- 
ple by the frontier-inhabitants of feveral 
ot the colonies, muft fill the minds of 
perions whofe paflion is revenge, and who 
lever forget injuries without an atonement 
nade for them, with refentmeut againtt 
ihe governments under which fuch hei- 
otfences are committed with impuni- 
tv. And as in all probability thofe peo- 
He will not diftinguith between the pu- 
blic 4s of government, and the wicked 
conduct of lawlefs men, they muit in the 
tid bring on a favage war, attended with 
el immenfe expence to G. Britain and 
her colonies, in which the innocent will 
be involved with the guilty, and neither 
ége nor fex find compaiiion or mercy. Un- 
err this view of the matters recommend- 
& Sy your Honour to the Houle, we are 
* opinion, that the removal of every 
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caufe of the preient difcontentmnent of 
the Indians, and a redrets of every grie- 
vance they can juttly complain of, are 
objects of the higheft importance to the 
peace and fafety of the province. 

Io order to remove thefe lawlefs intru- 
ders on the Indian lands, and to prevent 
any future fettlements thereon, we are 
preparing a bill, which we hope will be 
effectual. "he provifions in this bill, we 
expect, will anfwer the good purpoles in- 
tended: for fhould thefe unhappy men 
obitinately perfilt in their offence, they 
mull become liable to the heavy penalties 
of the law, and we preiume will, on 
cool confideration of their danger, and 
the mifchievous tendency of their con 
duct, prudently delert their fettlements, 
and thereby redrets that part of the Ine 
dian complaints. But fhould we be dif- 
appointed in this expectation, we beg 
leave earnellly to reconimend it to your 
Honour, to exert your utimoft endeavours 
to fecure the tranquillity of the province, 
and avert the prelent profpect of an In- 
dian rupture. 

But, may it pleafe your Honour, fhould 
the eileAs of this law aufwer our expec- 
tations of removing thele lawlefs people 
from the Indian lands, we fear that 
there will {till remain a principal caufe 
of their dillatisfaction. We have recei- 
ved information, that a number of Sene- 
cas have been lately killed on the frone 
tiers of this and the neighbouring pro- 
vinces; and we can never forget thofe 
flagrant breaches of the laws of hofpita- 
lity, the horrid a¢ts of barbarity commit- 
ted in the year 1763, on the remains of 
a tribe of the fame Indians, and others 
at Concttogo and Lancafter, which mutt 
alfu be remembered by your Honour 
[xxvi. 297.]. If inurders will admit of 
aperavation, the circumitances attendin 
the lafl-mentioned of thofe impious Nott 
a€lions, would greatly enhance the guilt 
of the offenders. The forefathers of 
thefe innocent vidtiins were received ine 
to an alliance of friendhhip by our firt 
Honourable Proprietary, Their pofteri- 
ty were fettled by the government on a 
tract of land at Coneftogo, and remained 
there peaceably until part of them were 
inbumanly maffacred. The reft, repo- 
fing the firmett confidence in the faith of 
the government, were taken, in their 
diitrels, under its more immediate pra- 
tection in the work-houfe at Lancafter; 
where, men, women, and he!plef: infants, 
alike became a facrifice to the frantic 
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rane and relentlefs cruelty of a fet of 
men equally recardiefs of the di@ates of 
humanity, relipion, and the laws of their 
country. Thefe murders, we find, have 
reached the ears of the Indians, and they 
have complained of thein among ot ers; 
they are undoubtedly one of the cautes of 
their prefent difcontent; anc will, we 
fear, be made ule of toexcite the refent- 
ment of the natives againtt thic province, 
iN a particular manner, fhould a rupture 
with them unhappily take place. Nor 
will this appear by anv means improba- 
ble, when it is confiderec, that the like 
offenders in the Kng’s government of 
New Jerfey, have been brought to con- 
dipn punifhment, and thereby a fatisfac- 
tery atonement made to the Indians for 
the lofs of their brethren. Whether, 
therefore, we confider ourlelves on this 
oceafion, vs perions concerned for the fu- 
ture welfare of the people we repretent, 
and adue execution of the laws, upon 
which the honour and dignity of the go- 
vernment depend, or for the removal of 
every coufe which may increafe the dan- 
per of an Indian wear, we are prefled 
by the frongeft motives to take this op- 
portunily of earnettly imtreating your 
Honour, that diligent and [peedy inqui- 
fition be mode after thofle atrocious of- 
fenders, Who have fained the land with 
ynnocent blood, and bid defiance to the 
law: of their country; to effect which, 
no afiflance in eur power be wante 
ing, thet the importance of the occafion 
requires. 

Notwithiianding the tumultuous ftate 
of the province mpbt oppofe the exer- 
tion cf the powers of government necef- 
fery to briag thofe crimenals to jultice, 
at the time of committing the offence; 
vet we epprehend that obftrudion has 
been lory fivee removed, and that the 
paft as well as prefent tranquillity of the 

rovince, with the horror and deteflation 
with which all honeti and pood men look 
back on thofe tranfuetions, have afford. 
ed, and yet do otford, a favourable op- 
portunity of rettoring the government to 
its former power and dignity, lately fo 
in‘olently trampled on, and of convincing 
thefe otiender:, that although jufice may 
fometime fleep, it can never die. Be- 
fides, itis the dread of exemplary pu- 
wilhment, fteadily and uniformly infha- 
ed on paft delinquents, that alone can de- 
ter the wicked trom the perpetration of 
juture offences. —And thoutd crimes of 
the firti rank, of the deepeit dye, re- 
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main vnpunihed, wicked men wil] never 
be wanting in any country to take advan. 
tape of the times, and the debility of 
povernment, to commit the like and o. 
ther crimes. 

We heartily concur in opinion with 
your Honour, that * nothing can be of 
more importance to the province than 
preventing the calamitous edeAs of an 
Indian war;” and that the principles 
boch of juftice and policy call fora foee. 
dv redrets of the grievances complained 
of by the Indians.” And we aflure the 
Governor, that the Honfe is much obli- 
ged by his declaration, that **he would 
willingly take every meafure in bis power, 
not only to remove the juft caufes of 
their coinplaints of palt injuries, but to 
proteét ther perions and properties for 
the future.” Frorn fuch a difpofition put 
in pradtice, we lave reafon to expea, 
that all the caufes of Indian complaints, 
againit this government, may be removed, 
and their minds imprefled with proper 
ideas of its juftice, and our friendly dil- 
pofition towards them, which alone can 
form the folid foundation of a Jetting 
peace. —And we hope vour Honour will 
not meet with much difficulty in this im- 
portant fervice to the province. For 
when we confider the manner of commit- 
ting the murders at Lancafter, that it 
was done at noon-day, in the midft of a 
populous horoveh, and in the prefence ot 
many {pectators, by men probably of the 
fame county, undifguifed and well knows, 
we apprehend their names may be eafily 
difcovered, and their perfons brought to 
that punifhment their heinous offences de- 
feive, 

On this important fobject, permit 
alfo to remark, thet we are further afl 
red, from good information, thet a gene: 
ral boundary between the natives aie 
thele colonies, has been fome time pe 
Negotiated with them by Sir William 
Jobrfon, in obedience to his Majeftys 
orders; —that the boundary agreed om 
will be far diftant from our frontier 
fettlements, and a large tradt of country 
within it will thereby be ceded to his Mt 
jetty, for a valuable confideration;— 
that as fome time has elepfed fince t* 
agreement was made with the Indial, 
and, in the mean time, the people 
the frontiers have been incroaching © 
their lanes, while this boundary rematt’ 
unconfirmed, and the Indians unfatis 
for their country, they are become very 
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that there is no defign to ratify and con- 
frm it. —To obviate which caule of 
their difcontent, and effectually to efta- 
blith between them and his Majefty’s fub- 
sects a durable peace, we are of opinion, 
that a fpeedy confirmation of this boun- 
dary, and a jult fatisfadtion made to 
them for their lands on this fide of it, is 
abfolutely neceffary. By this means, all 
their prefent complaints of tneroach- 
wents will be removed; the people on 
our frontiers wilh have a fufficient country 
tofettle or hunt in, without interfering 
with them; andthe Northern Indians, 
in their War-expeditions againt{t the South- 
erp, will not be liable to the infults which 
have been heretofore offered to their 
perfons, For thefe reafone, we earnettly 
requett your Honour would communicate 
thele our fentiments to his Excellency 
General Gage, and Sir William Johnion, 
and ule your utmoft endeavours to pre- 
vail on them to finith, if in their power, 
with all convenient difpatch, a meafure 
fo etilential to the removal} of the prefent 
difontent of the natives, and future 
tranquillity of thefe colonies. 
Signed by order of the Houfe, 
JoserH GaLLoway, Speaker.” 


Another meffage from tie Governor to the 

Aljembly, dated Fan. 25. 

** GENTLEMEN, 

My verbal mefhipe of Saturday laft, 
contained the reafous why your written 
metlage of the 13th inftant remained fo 
long unanfwered. And I now take the 
opportunity of expreffing the pleafure it 
gives me to find you truly fenfible of the 
necefiity there is of removing thole per- 
Vverfe and obilinate people, who, contra- 
ry to the faith of treaties, and in con- 
tempt of his Majefty’s orders, have fettled 
themflelves, within the bounds of this 


Province, on lands as yet unpurchafed of 


the Indians. 

It would afford me the higheft pleafure, 
Detonly to make the Indians eafy in this 
Particular, which I underftand, from the 
belt authority, is the principal caufe of 
their prefent difeontent, but to give them 
ample fatistaétion for every paft or future 
injury offered to them in this government. 
As to the barbarous murders of the In- 
Clans at Coneftogo and Lancaiter, in the 
year 1763, no man can be more fenfible 
than I am, that they are crimes of fo 

leck a dye as to admit of no aggrava- 
tion, or more defirous of bringing the 
Perpetrators of thole villanies to the pu-

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nifhment they fo juftly merits and Ihave 
alfo the fatisfa@ion to know, that every 
vigorous ftep was taken by me, on that 
melancholy oceafion, which the law would 
watrant. For the better fecuring of tie 
public from any fi ther attempts of thole 
audacious people, the afjem ty, at my 
inftance, extended to this provittce the 
riot-act of the rft of George 1. —T did 
not lofe a momenUs tine i writing to 
the mapittrate: ot Lanecafter, York, and 
Cumberland, commanding and injoining 
them, in the warmett terms, to ute their 
utmott endeavours to difcover and appre- 
hend the offenders; and by a proclama- 
tion iflued by me at the fame time, very 
high rewards were offered to tholfe who 
fhould make fuch difcoveries. It is great- 
ly to be lamented, that thole meafures 
were not attended with the fuccels fo 
much defired and expected from them. 
No one could be found who had virtue or 
refolution enough to pive the officers of 
juitice anv information in the matter ; 
to which it is owing, and not to the de- 
bility of the government, that juftice 
has not long fince overtaken the murder- 
ers. The orders I then gave, and the 
rewards offered, were not limited to any 
time, but ftill carry with them the fame 
obligations and inducements they ever 
had. Ia my ftation, I conceive nothing 
more can be done, without doing an aét 
of violence to the conftitaution, which 
commits the immediate adminiftration of 
juflice wholly to the mepiflracy: andI 
am perfuaded, Gentlemen, that you are 
the laft perfons who would advife me to 
extend my power, in any cafe, beyond 
the bounds prefcribed by the laws of the 
land. 

I have heretofore taken occafion to 
urge to Sir William Johnion, the neceffi- 
ty of eftablifhing a general boundary 
with the Indians, and {hall take the ear- 
lieft opportunity of communicating to his 
Excellency General Gage, and Sir Wil- 
liam Johnfon, that part of your meflage 
relative to the completing with the Indians 
an agreement refpecting fuch a boundary. 
But at the fame time I think my(elf obli- 
ged, in jufiice to thofe worthy gentle- 
men, to acquaint you, that to my cer- 
tain knowledge, it is not owing to them 
that this caule of complaint and uneafie 
nefs in the Indians has not been long 4.

THE intelNivence reccived by this 
henle, of the perfons fetthing en the 
Gien lands within the bounds of this pro- 
vince, Was communicated in vour mef- 
fage of January 5. and his Excellency 
General Gape’s letter. The removal of 
thete obft{inate people, who have violated 
the faith of treaties, and difresarded bis 
Majefty’s proclamation, appeared to us 
fo immediately neceffiry to the fafety of 
the colenv, that we complied, with all 
poiible difpatch, with the meafure recom. 
mended by the General for that puroofe ¢ 
and we are pleafed that this part of our 
concdus bas met with your approbatien. 

Burt, at the fame time, ti pives us 
much concern to find, that in another re- 
{pet we oo not feem to have been fo furs 
tunate. From good informaticn we are 
convinced, that the barbarous matflacre 
committed on the Indians at Conettopo 
and Lanealter, was one of the cautles of 
the Indian difeontent. Toremove which, 
by fatisfving the natives of the juftice of 
the government, and to fupport that 2u- 
thority which can alone enfure fafety 
to the people, by deterring the wicked 
trom the perpetration of the like heinous 
offences, we intreated your Honour, **that 
diligent and fpeedy inguifition fhould be 
made after the atrocious off-ader:.” —Jn 
anfwer to which, you are pleafed to tell 
vs, “that in your tation, you conceive 
nothing more can be done, without do- 
me an act of violence tothe conthtution, 
which commits the immediate adminiftra- 
tion of jullice to the magittracy.”— We 
well know, that the immediate admini- 
ftration of juttice, by the conftitution, 
is veited in the mogiitracv; and we af- 
fure your Honour, that vou are not mif- 
taken, in thinking, ‘* that we are the 
latt perions who would advile vou to ex- 
tend your power, anv caie, beyond 
the bounds preferibed by taw” But 
while we wilh to have your authority 
properly confined, we thould be wanting 
in our duty tothe people, if we were 
not equally defirous to fee it exerted to 
its legal extent, whenever their fecurity 
demands it, which we are perluaded has 
not been done on this important occafion, 
Marders have been long fince committed, 
and the offencers are not yet apprehend- 
ed; nor, as we have ever underitoad, 
basa tingle warrant been illied for the 
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purpofe : murders perpetrated at noon. 
day, in a populous borough, before a 
number of fpeétators, and vet, as itis 
faid, the names of the criminals remain 
undifcovered, There is a manifest failure 
of juftice fomewhere. From whence can 
it Not from the laws:—they are 
adequate to the offence. It mutt then 
be e:ther from a debility. or imexcufable 
nepleét in the executive part of govern. 
ment, to put thofe laws in execution, 
And we hope vour Honour will excule us, 
when we fav, that it ts the peculiar pro- 
vince of aruler, and, ** without violence 
to the conftitution,” he may and ought 
to fuperintend the edniunittration of the 
laws, fo far, at leaft, as to fee that the 
maoiftracy taithfully ditcharpe their duty, 
and to remove thofe who are neglettful 
thereof, 
fsut vou are pleafed to tell us, that 
“you did not lofe a moment’s time in 
writing to the mugiftrates of Lancaiter, 
York, and Cumberland; commanding 
them to ufe their utmotl endeavours, to 
difeover and apprehend the offenders; 
and by vour proclamation, hich rewards 
were offered to thofe who {hould make 
fuch difcoveries.” Thus tnuch we he'ieve 
was done, and no more, as we have ever 
heard of. But were not thofe letters al- 
together difregarded, and your proclama- 
tion treated with the urmoit contempt? 
For did even thofe mapiltretes who refided 
in the borouph, at that time, iff a fub- 
poena, or fend a perfon, among the nus 
{pectators, to pive information of 
the offenders? Wes the fherit, then 
dwelling in the borough, and whole pat 
ticulsr duty thould have led him to have 
given oppofition to the horrid ad, or the 
workhoufe-keeper, under whofe care the 
unhappy victims were placed by the mas 
piftrates, ever exsminec or called on to 
difcover them? Or has an inqueft been 
held on the bodies, or the leaft judicial 
inquiry made by the coroner into the 
caule, or after the authors of this unfor- 
tunate cataftrophe ? And although there 
was a nomber of his Majefty’s troops 
quartered in the boroveh at this very 
time, and ready to lend their afliftance, 
cid the officers of juftice call on them 0 
pive their aid in proteéting the milera 
{ufferers? Under thefe circumstances, 
can it appear poilible to a rational min 
if the magiftrates had everted their au- 
thority, when the offence was commlt 
or at anv time fince, that the perpetrators 
of fo flagrant a ciime, in fo public 4 
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manner, could remain undifcovered, and 
elude the ettorts of juftice ? 

Your Honour adds, **that every mea- 
fure was taken by you, on that melan- 
choly occefion, which the law would war- 
rant. 7 —— You wrote letters indeed, and 
iflued a proclamation. — But we appre- 
hend, on an occafion fo interefting to the 
public fafetv. and repute tion of the po- 
vernment, more might, and onght to 
have been done. The Atiembly, then 
requetted that you would ** or- 
der the fheritf, coroner, end magiftrates 
of the borough to come down, end give 
you the beft information that ceuld be 
obtained, of the perions concerned in 
the'e violences.” Were thofe cfli-ers e- 
ver called on to pive vou the informa. 
tion,” or to acecunt for their indolent 
conduct ? If they were, did they ever 
ation good and tuff: tent reafons in their 
jutitication 2? And if they didnot, fhould 
hot they have been immediately removed 
from thofe places of public trutt, which 
they bad fo protsly abuled, and more 
worthy men placed in their {tations ? 
Thos fur, at leaft, the law would have 
warranted your condu&; nor would you 
have been juttly chargeable with not ha- 
ving performed vour duty, or ** domg an 
att of violence to the conflitution.” 

We lament with vour Honour, ** that 
the nealures you purfued to difcover the 
oilenders, were not attended with fuce 
cele.” But we cannot think that it was 
owing io much to a want of or 
relolutton” in the people, as toa nepledt 
ef cuty in the officers of government. 
Mony motives might induce the former 
to be sesh and very probably, the 
unparallelled inadtivity of the magittrates 
Was not the decft. But nothing ought, 
her cen vindieate the latter, who were 
incer the moft folemn obhgations for the 
Ptrtormence of their truft. 

Your Honour is pleated further to obs 
ferve, “that the orders you then pave, 
ene the rewards offered, were not limited 
time, tut till carey with thein 
the feme obligations and inducements 
tev ever hac.’

We truft, your Honour will not think 
us too ipportunate mn this momentous af- 
fzir, in which we conceive, the future 
fafety of the people, ard the honour of 
the governinent, are moft intimately con- 
cerned, For you will be pleafed to cons 
fider, of how much confequence to both 
it is, that authors of crimes of fo 
black a dve” fhowld be frietty punith- 
ed. Itis, in all probabiiitv, owing to 
the encouragement, arifing from the im- 
punity with which thofe criminals have 
been perinitted to eicape, that the fubie- 
quent murders in this province have 
been committed. —Hid exemplary pu- 
bilhment been infhcted on the otienders 
in the firtt initance, it is more than pro- 
bable, that the tran{preflors in the 
cond would wave been deterred fromthe 
perpetration of the like offences. But 
fiould men, who have bid defiance to 
the executive powers of government, 
and fo audacivutly trampled on its autho- 

rity, be allowed to rcimain in the province 

longer unpunifhed, we are very appre- 
henfive, that the perfons of the inhabi- 
tants will not be jafe from their violent 
attempts; the tranfition being eafy trom 
the murder of Indians, under the pro- 
techion of Poverument, to the murder ef 
the fubject nor will the colony be fecu- 
red from the calamities allending a war 
with the natives, occafioned by thefe re- 
peated iniults, offered to tie per ions of 
their people. 

Befides, itis urdoubtedty the founde? 
polics to do juitice to Live Jadians, With 
out Which the goverment can never, 
with any propriety, demand a fatisface 
tion from them for the murders we have 

reafon to believe they have lately com- 
mitted on ieveral of our people. Lt theres 
fore behoves the government to exert it.

Philadelphia, Feb. 1. On the roth of 
lah month, four Indian men and two wo- 
men went tothe houfle of Frederick Stump 
near the month of Middlecreek, 
mn the county of Cumberland in this pro- 
vince; where the fad Stump, after difa- 
bling them, by making them ciunk, moft 
mbumanly wurdered them, and hid their 
bodies woder the ice in the creek. On 
the next dav, he went with a fervant-lad 
to an Indtan about fourteen 
miles up the faid creek, and there bir- 
barovily put to desth an Indian woman, 
two giuls, and a young child, then fet 
fire to the cabbin, and burnt the bogies 
to athes. Atler committing thefe horrid 
murders, he freelw confe (led the whole 
to Mr William Blyth, whole depofition, 
we bear, bas been taken before the 
chief jutice. The only reafons ofioned 
by tim for thofe atrocious violences, 
Were, that be was afraid the fix Todians 
intended to do him a miukchief; and that 
he murdered the other four, leit they 
fhould inform the other Indians of the 
ceoth of the fix. Upon the whole, ke 
feemed to be uncer neo apprehenfions oft

Brothers 
of the Six Nations, Delawares, and o- 
ther inhabitants of the weft branch of 
Sufquehanna, hear what I have to fay to 
you. With a heart fwelled with grief 
I have to inform you, that Frederick 
Stump and John Troncutter have unadvi- 
fedlv murdered ten of our Friend Indians 
near Fort Auguita. The inhabitants of 
the province of Penfylvania do difapprove 
of the faid Stump and Ironcutter's cone 
duét ; and, as a proof thereof, I have 
taken them prifoners, and will deliver 
them into the cuttedy of officers that will 
keep them ironed in prifon for trial; and 
I make no doubt, ss inany of them as are 
puilty will be condemned, and die for the 
offence. 

Brothers, being truly fenfible of the 
injury done you, I only add thefe few 
words, With my hearvs with, that you 
may not rafhly let go the fait hold of our 
chain of friend{lnp, for tie il condué of 
one of our bad men. Believe me, Bro- 
thers, we Englifhmen continue the fame 
Jove for you that hath ufuaily fubfiited 
between our prandfathers ; and I defire 
you to call at Fort Augufta, to trade 
with our people there, for neceflaries 
you ttand in need ot. I pledge you my 
word, that no white man there fhall 
moleit any of vor, wintle you behave as 
friends. I {hall not reft by night or day, 
till I receive your anfwer. 

Your friend aud brother, 
W. PaTTERSON.”

Loving Brother, I am glad to heat 
from you. underitand that you are 
very much grieved, and that the tears 
run from your eyes. With both my hands 
I now wipe away thofe tears; anc, @ 
I don’t doubt but your beart is difturbed, 
I remove all the forrow from it, and 
make it ealy as it was beiore. I will now 
fit down, and fmoke Thy Pipe. 1 have 
taken fait hold of the chain of friendfinps 
and when I give it a pull, if I find my 
brothers, the Enolith, have let it go, it 
will then be time for me to let it go (0% 
and take care of my family. There are

and all I defire is, that he may fuffer for 
his wicked adtion.

By a gentle- 
man who left Carlifle lait Thuriday we 
are informed, that the fheriff, clergy, 
mapittrates, and feveral other reputable 
inhabitants, bad been in Shearman’s val- 
lev, among the people who refcued Stump 
end Ironcutter, and reprefented to them 
the confequences of their condu@, in 
juch a manner that they feemed convin- 
ced of their error, and promiled to deli- 
ver them up in three days ; and that it 
Woes expetted they weuld bring them back 
as lait Friday wight. Capt. Patterfon, 
being threatened by the refcuers of 
Stump, is obliged to keep a guard in his 
houle night and day.” 

* Charlefluwn, South Carolina, March 4. 
His Majetty in council has been plea- 
fed to repeal the aét pafied by the lepifla- 
lure of Virginia, for eftablifhing a trade 
with the Cherokee and other Indians, on

A letter from 
Charleftown, South Carolina, dated Feb. 
28. favs, ** We have received an account 
here from Pentacola, that a party of thirty 
two Choétaw Indians, had done confider- 
able damage to the fettlers at Beloxy 5 
fome of whom had been forced to aban- 
don their plantations. A ftrong body of 
northern Indians fell upon a bunting par- 
ty of Chickelaws, whom they overpowers 
ed, by the tuperiority of numbers, and 
killed eighteen of them. This is the fe- 
vereit ttroke thole faithful friends and 
allies of G. Britain have met with for 
many years paft. They ftrongly falpect 
that feveral Frenchmen were among the 
enemy.” 


ENGLAND. 


In purfuance of an order of council of 
May 4. the convocations of Canterbury 
and York, which were to have met oa 
the 13th of May, were prorogued to the 
22d of July. 

** Whitehall, April 30. It being his 
Majeity’s royal intention, that the par- 
liament, which is fummoned to meet on 
Tuelday the roth day of May next [162.], 
fhould then meet and fit; the King has 
been pleafed to dire€&& a commifion to 
pals the great feal, appointing and autho- 
rifing his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Gloucefter, bis Royal Highnels the Duke 
of Cumberland, Thomas Lord Archbithop 
of Canterbury, and other Lords, to open 
and hold the faid parliament on the faid 
roth day of May next, being the day of 
the return of the writs of fummons.” L. ¢. 

Alay 10. This day the 
new pariiament met; and bis Majetty’s 
commifjion, impowering Thomas Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury, Charles Lord Cam- 
den, Chancellor of G. Britain, Charles 
Earl Gower, Prefident of his Majeity’s 
Council, and feveral other Lords therein 
named, to open end hold the faid parlia- 
ment, wasread in the prefence of both 
houfes. And the Commons were dire@ed 
to chufe their Speaker, and to prefent 
hin to-morrow, at twelve v'clock at noon, 
to the Lords Commitlioners.” Lend. Raz. 

 Wveftminfler, Alay 11. This day the 
two houles of parliament having again 
met, the Commons prelented to the Lords 
Commiffioners the Kt Hon. Sir John Cult, 
Bart, whom they had chofen tu be their 
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fpeaker; and the Lords Commiffioners 
having, in his Majefty’s name, approved 
their choice, the Lord Hiph Chancellor 
made the following fpeech to both hou- 
fes. 

“© My Lords, and Gentlemen, 
ys puriuance of the authority given us 

by his Majefty’s commiffion under the 
great feal, amongit other things, to de- 
clare the caufes of your prevent meeting, 
we are, by the King’s command, to ac- 
quaint you, That his Mejeitvy has not 
called vou together at this unufual feafon 
of the year, in order to lav before you 
any matters of peneral bufineis, but 
merely to give you an opportunity of dif- 
patching certain parliamentary proceed. 
ings, which his Majetiy’s defiie of provi- 
ding, at all events, for the weliare and 
fecurity of his pood fuljects, makes him 
wilh to fee completed es {oon as poth- 
ble, and with thet difpatch which the 
public convenience as well as your own 
require. 

Mis Majefiv, at the fame time, has 
commanded us to afiire you of his per- 
fe& confidence in this parliament; and 
that he has the ftrongeft reaion to ex- 
pect every thing from their advice and 
affiftance, that fovaity, wifdom, and zeal 
for the public good, can ditiate or fug- 
gent.” 

On the 12th of May, a member who 
had been cholen to reprefent ciflerent 
places, having made his ekctton for one 
of the places, a motion was mede, that 
Mr Speaker fhou'd ifive his warrant in 
order to the eleing a nember for the 
place for which he did not take bis feat ;

he general affembly of the church of 
Scotland met at Edinburgh on Thuriday, 
May 1g. [ xxix. 333. |.——Betore enter- 
ing on bufinels, a letter was prefented 
to the moderator, fiom Mr James Ede 
inoniten, fub-clerk of aflembly, begging 
to be exculed from atiending, im regard 
he wes confined by indtlpefition, and res 
compiending Geerpe Cairncrois writer in 
Edinburgh, as a proper perfon to othe 
ciate for him. The aflembly fuftained 
Mr Eemontion’s excufe, and appointed 
Mr Cauncrofs to ofbciate for him: 
which he did accordingly during the 
whole diets. ——Dr Giivert Hamilton 
minitter at Cramond, and Mr Bernard 
Haldane minitier at Glenholme, were 
put vpen the lect for moderator ; and 
the former was choefen. John Earl of 
Glaigow was his Maojefty’s commifhioner 
On the 20th, the following miniller 
were appointed to lecture and preach Mm 
the forenoon, and to preach in the af- 
ternoon, before the Commitlioner, siz 
Mr Thomas Clerk [xxix. 499. ] at Eagles 
{ham in the forenoon, and Mr Thomas 
Somerville at Minto, in the afternoon, 
ot Sunday May 22.; and Dr James 
facknight at Maybole in the forenoon, 
and Mr David Black at Perth in the af- 
ternoon, of Sunday May 29. Mr Black 
having bepred to be excuted cn account 
of want of health, the afiembly, May 
24. appointed Mr William Lothian, one 
of the minifters of Canongate, Edi- 
burgi), to cfliciate in his rooite 
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May 1768. 
The committee for overtures reported, 
May 21. Thet they had received the 
report of the committee appointed for re- 
comniions, containing the follow- 
‘ny obfervations, viz. 1. That the com- 
micen from the univerfity of Edinburgh to 
Principal Robertton wanted the firtt claufe 
of the form prefcribed by the aflembly 
in66, refpeéting the time of the day when 
tie election was made, and their being 
convened purfuant to a refolution entered 
‘to their minutes on a former dav [ xxix. 
tre}. The Principal was not prefent, ba- 
ving fet out for England a week or two 
hefore the aflembly met. ——2. That the 
commiliions from the prefbyteries of Loch- 
maben and Lewis were not fubferibed as 
extracted by the clerk, according to what 
js required by anaét of the aflembly 1767, 
certain defects in the forms 
(yxix. 327.]. It was anfwered by the 
the members from the prefbytery of Loch- 
maben, That their commitiion wis ex- 
ecily according to the form preferibed by 
the allembly £766, and that thev had 
never received the as of laft aflembly. 
None of the members from the prefbyte- 
rvof Lewis were prefent. —— 3. That 
in the commiffion from the pretbytery of 
Fipin, there was a fingulerity in the 
terms of the fub(titution of an elder 
in the place of one formerly chofen, as it 
bore, thot they were informed, that the 
elder formerly named by them was cho- 
{-n for another place 3 and if he accepts 
e that other commiffion, they chufe tuch 
another in his room. The committee 
pave it as their opinion, That the come 
mifion from the univerfity of Edinburgh, 
and the jubititution from the pretbytery 
of Floin, fhould both be rejected: but 
With feloe& to the commiffions from the 
prefbyteries of Lochmaben and Lewis, as 
they were agreeable to the form prefcri- 
bed by the aflembly 1764, and as it was 
to be prefumed, from the great diftance 
of Lewis, that they were in pari caju 
with the pretbytery of Lochmaben, as to 
the o@ts of the aflembly 1767 not having 
come to their hand, that therefore both 
thefe commitlions fhould be {uflained. 
Which report was approved of in totum 
by the aflembly. 

The cafe of Shotts, which had been 
hefore the four preceding aflemblies, was 
taken in at an early diet, viz. on Satur- 
day, the 21ft.———--Our readers will re- 
tember, that the aflembly 1767 gave 
the moft ftriét orders for the fettlement 
i Mr Wells, the Duke of Hamilton’s 
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prefentee ; and that the order for ferving 
his edict was not obeyed [xxix. 499. ]. 
From a petition, complaint, and appeal, 
of the Duke of Hamilton, patron, and 
his tutors, given in to this aflembly, it 
appears, That Mr Wells gave in to the 
prefbytery of Hamilton, June 10. 1767, 
an extract of the tentence of the aflembiy 
1767; that the pretbytery apreed to pro- 
ceed in terms of the fentence; that Mr 
Park required a copy of the edi@; and 
that the clerk delivered him the origi« 
nal extract: That on the firft Tharfday 
of July 1767, the day appointed for the 
ordination, the pretbetery met at Shotts, 
fix members being prefent, viz. Mel 
Bell, Grav, Robertfon, Muirhead, Doe 
hie, and Rik, and eight mimitters, inclue 
ding Mr Park, being abfent, without 
fending any excufe, thouth injoined to 
do it by the aflembly ; that an agent for 
the patron required the pretbytery to 
proceed to the ordination, as did likewife 
Mr Wells; that Mr Macculloch, who 
was appointed to preach and prefide at 
the ordination, did not appear; but Me 
Duncan Mictarlane, minifter of Dry- 
men, appeared, and offered to preach 
and prefide in’ Mr Macculloch’s ttead: 
That thereupon the pretbytery called for 
the return of the edict, but no return 
of it was made by Mr Park, who neither 
appeared himfelf, nor fent any letter of 
excule ; aad that the prefbytery havin 

called for the precentor and beadle, they 
reported, That Mr Park had not preacb- 
ed at Shotts on the thitd Sabbath of June, 
nor ferved Mr Weils’s edi@ that days 
*¢ Therefore the prefbytery find, That 
they cannot proceed to the ordination :” 
That a requifition was thereupon made 
by the patron’s agent and by Mr Wells, 
that the prefbytery thould de novo aps 
point the edict to be ferved, and ape 
point a day for the ordination: but the 
prefbytery found, ** That it was incom- 
petent for them to do this, as the afleme 
bly had taken thele appointments entire- 
ly out of their hands :” That the agent 
and Mr Wells protetted, and appealed : 
and, That Mr Park, having become fen- 
fible of his error, offered afterwards to 
ferve the edict if the pretbytery would ap- 
point a new diet for it; but this was 
peremptorilyrefuled at two different meete 
ings. Itis added, That the prefbytery, 
in order, as far as was in their power, 
to render the cafe of Mr Wells without 
remedy, entered into their records their 
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opinion, That the fentence of prefbyte- 
ries, with repard to the trial of intrants, 
is final (xxviti. 331.]; a fentiment (fav 
the appellants) of the moft cangerous 
tendency, which might prove fatal to a 
mo{t worthy candidate, when he had 
the mirfortune, as in this cale, to fall 
under the diipleature of a prejudiced 
prefbytery: and, That the judoement of 
the aflembly 1767 having been delivered 
with great accuracy and precifion, the 
appellants had heard with indifference, 
that the ufua] ttyle in which many mem- 
bers of this prefbytery receive the fen- 
tences of the aflembly in this ceule, ts 
to the following purpofe, ** No matter, 
we fhall keep him out another year vet,” 
and that pity itis their practice ts but too 
conformable to fuch ftvle. The prayer of 
the petition was, That the aflembly, in 
refpect of the porticular circumitances of 
the cafe, would appoint the pretbytery 
of Hamilton forthwith to proceed to the 
ordination and fettlement of Mr Wells; 
to make them report their obedience in 
the premifles to this prefent aflembly, 
with certification; and to infi:ct fuch 
ceniure on the prefbytery, and on Mr 
Park, as in their wifdom fhouid feem 
proper. 

Parties having been called, there ap- 
peared for the patron, and the callers of 
Mr Wells, Meti. Jofeph Williamton and 
John Dalrympte, Advocates, and ter the 
prefbytery, two of their members, mini- 
tters, torether with Mefi. Park and Mac- 
culloch before mentioned. Ail parties 
concerned were heard, the fentence of 
Jaft atlembly was read, and then the af- 
fembly proceeding to reafon on the whole 
affair as now before them, a motion was 
made, to inquire who of the pretbytery 
of Hamiiton were prefent at the meeting 
appointed for the ordination at Shotts, 
and who were abient, and if the abfents 
fent any excules. Bot another nwtion 
having been mace, and feconded, That 
the whole ena fhould be delaved toa 
day next week, the quettion was put, 
Proceed, or Delay? and it: carried, 
Proceed, 88 to 28. It was then apreed, 
to confider, at this @iet. the method to 
be taken for making Mr Wells's tettle- 
ment at Shotts effectual; relerving to 
enother diet the conficeration of the 
concuct of the brethren complained of, 
end the motion formeriv made with re- 
gard tothe abfents trom the meeting at 
Shotts. long reafouing, feveral 
angs for carrying on the tettlement 
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were agreed on: but a difference arifip 
with relation to the appointment of 2 
minifter to preach and prefide at the or. 
dination, the queftion was put, Continue 
the appointment of laft aflembly upon 
Mr Macculloch, or Not? and it carried, 
Continue, 60 to Therefore The 
General Afleinbly did, and hereby do, 
appoint Mr Robert Park, minifer at Old 
Monkland, to repair to the church of 
Shotts to-morrow, being the 224 inttant, 
and there to ferve the ediét of Mr Lav. 
rence Wells, and to report concerning 
his having done fo to the General Aflem- 
bly at their meeting on Monday next; 
returning the edi@&t duly executed and 
indorted ; the form of the edi being as 
follows, [verbatim as latt year [xxix.328.] 
only that the dav is Wedne/day next, the 
25th infiant.\. And the General Aflem- 
biy did accordingly, and hereby do, ap- 
point the {aid pretbytery to meet at the 
church of Shotts, upon Wednefday next, 
at eleven o'clock forenoon; and in cale 
of no objections being ofl*red againit the 
life or do@trine of the faid Mr Laurence 
Wells, and then found relevant, and 
verified, as above, that they forthwith 
proceed to ordain and admit him as mi- 
nifier of the church and parifh of Shotts, 
And the General Affembly continges the 
appointment of Jatt Affembly upon Mr 
Michael Macculloch to preach and pre- 
fide at the ordination and edmitlion of 
the fuid Mr Wells. And it is hereby re- 
quired, taat all the members of thet 
prefbytery be prefent at the faid meet- 
ing: and further, that they attend the 
General Aflembly upon Friday next, the 
27th inftent, to give an account of their 
conduét. And appoints orders to be fent 
per expreis to ail the members of the 
prefbyterv, excepting thofe who have 
row prefented themlelves at the bar of 
the aflembly, for the purpofe above men: 
tioned.” The clerk was ordered to dee 
liver to Mr Park an extraét of the above 
fentence, in fo far as related to him, 
immediately upon the rifing of that diet. 
—The clerk accordingly gave the extract 
to Mr Park, and fent letters by an et 
prefs, accompanied with two witnelles to 
prove the delivery of the letters, to all the 
members of the prefhytery. 

On Monday, the 23d, Mr Park re 
ported, That he had, the day betore 
repaired to the church of Shotts, mor 
der to ferve the edi¢t; that he afixed 4 
copy of the edi& on the chyrch-d0e% 
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have read it ; but as there was no congre- 
gation, he thought it unneceflary to read 
it there, elpecially as he had read it to 
feveral, both elders and people, without 
doors. The aflembly futtained the 
as ferved ; ordered an extract of thefe 
proceedings to be given to Mr Park, and 
appointed him to lay the fame before the 
prethvtery of Hamilton at their meet- 
jug at Shotts on the Wednefday follow- 
my. 

On Tuefday, the 24th, a letter from 
Mr Macculloch was read, repretenting 
his being feized with a diforder, which 
confined him to his room, and often to 
his bed, and rendered him incapable of 
performing what he was appointed to do 
next day; which was vetined by the at- 
te‘tation of a phyfician. The aflembly 
fultined the excufe ; and ordained the 
prefb tery of Hamilton, at their meeting 
neyt day at Shotts, to chufe one of their 
pwn number then prefent to prefide in 
the ordination, fo as the fame might be 
performed that dav. 

The report of the prefbytery of Ha- 
milton was called for on Friday, the 
27th. It appeared from an atteitation 
of the agent for the patron, that the 
bellman of Shotts, who kept the keys of 
the church, could not be found on the 
25th, nor the keys got; and that no ac- 
cels could be got to the church by fo 
much oppofition being made. The bre- 
thren met at Shotts bad not an opportu: 
nity of conftituting a prefbytery. Mr 
Kitk, prefbytery-clerk, gave in to the 
allenbly a report, bearing, That, in o- 
bedience to the appointment of the af- 
feinbly, there met at Shotts, on Wednef- 
day, Mey 25. the following members of 
the prefbyterv of Hamilton, viz. Meff. 
Robert Bell, Robert Park, John Grav, 
lO bard Robertion, James Muirhead, John 
Ki, and Alexander Dobie, for the ordi- 
nation and admifion of Mr Laurence 
Wells; but were hindered from carrying 
tie fentence of the aflembly into execu- 
tion, by a tumultuous concourfe of peo 
ple, who, armed with clubs and flaves, 
told them, in a threatening manner, 
that if thev proceeded to che ordination, 
te moft fatal confequences would follow, 
or words to that purpofe: That the 
prefoviery, notwithitanding, attempted 
lo pet into the church, but were refuled 
accels into the church, the church-yard, 
and every houfe about the place, the 
Coors being locked, and the keys remo- 
‘ved: That therevpon the preibytery 
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dered their officer to call upon the heri- 
tors of Shotts three feveral times ; which 
being done, they demanded of them, 
aud particularly of the patron’s agent, 
the kevs of the church; which were not 
produced : and that thereupon they took 
inftruments in the hands of a notarv-pu- 
biic, and retired, finding it impractica- 
ble, without the greateft danger, to pros 
ceed to bulinefs, and were obliged to re- 
turn re infecta.——Meil. Baillie and Con- 
nel, two of the minilters of that pre(bve 
tery who were not at Shotts, appeared 
in the aflembly. Mr Connel pleaded, 
That he bad endeavoured to comply with 
the orders of the afle:nblv as far as he 
could, contitlentdly with the views and 
fentiments of his mind; that he then ap- 
peared before the aflembly in obedience 
to their order, but was not prefent at 
the meeting at Shotts; for which he was 
heard to give his reatons. Mr Baillie 
met the prefbytery coming from Shotts, 
having been obliged to (top a thort time 
by the way by indifpolition, Four mini- 
fters of the prefbvtery did not go to 
Shotts, or fend excufes, nor did they ap- 
pear im the aflembly this day.——The 
éffembly, after reafoning fome time, did, 
without 4 vole, renew the appointment on 
che pretbytery of Hamilton, in the fame 
terms as before, for Mr Wells’s ordina- 
tion at Shotts on the Thurfdav then fol- 
lowing ; the Lord Advocate undertaking, 
at the aflembly’s defire, that they fhould 
have the aid of the civil power to prote& 
them: but in cafe the prefbytery thould 
meet with fuch refiftance as thould make 
it impracticable for them to proceed to 
the ordination that day, the aflembly ap- 
pointed them to meet for that purpofe on 
that dav fe’ennipht, and then to fulfill 
this appointment. All the pretbyteryv 
were required to attend at the ordina- 
tion ; and the pre{bytery to report, con- 
cerning their obedience to this appoint- 
ment, to the commillion in Auguit ; or, 
failing a quorum then, to any of the fub- 
fequent diets of the commiffion; which 
court is impowered to provide for the full 
execution of this fentence. In cafe of 
no meeting of the cominifiion, the pref- 
bytery are appointed to report to the 
next of excufe from 
two of the ablent miniftere were produ - 
ced on the 28th: Mr Macculloch at 
Cambuflang reprefented his being in an 
infirm ftate of health, and Mr Henderfon 
at Blantyre, that he was not at hore, 
were futlaingd,

On the 23d, the aflembly took under 
confideration the fettlement of Glendo- 
van, inthe preibytery of Auchterarder, 
and fynod of Perth and Stirling. The 
crown gave a prefentation to Mr Patrick 
Crichton ; the prefbytery found, that 
there was no call before them for the 
prejentee, and that therefore they could 
not proceed to his fettlement; the fynod 
affirmed this fentence; and George Cock- 
burn-Haldane of Gleneagles, Efq; and 
other callers of Mr Crichton, appealed. 
After hearing parties, and long reajoning, 
the queftion was put, Affirm the fentence 
of the prefbvtery and (ynod; or, Re- 
verfe? it being underftood, that if it 
carry, Keverle, the pretbytery are ap- 
pointed to proceed to the fettlement ; 
butaif it carry, Affirm, the fettlement is 
to be celaved. It carsied, Atfirm, 65 to 
<7. So the fettlement is delayed. 

Next dav thev took in the fettlement 
of St Ninian’s. Sir John Stuart of Allan- 
vank, patron, and teveral heritors in the 
pariih, concurred in a call to Mr David 
Thomlon miniter at Gargunnock, to be 
nunifier of St Ninian’s. They appealed 
irom a fentence of the fynod. Parties 
were heard: and after long reatoning, 
the queftion was put, Atirm the fentence 
of the tynod ; or, Reverie?) it being un- 
deritood, that if it carry, Reverie, the 
ailembly futtains the call, and appoints 
the prefbytery to proceed to judge in the 
trantportation. Itcarried, Afirm, 72 to 
71 [xxix. 330.]. So this fettlement is 
allo delayed. 

On the 26th the alembly went upon 
the caufe, Mr George Trail, minifter at 
Dunnet, againtt Mr Thomas Lyell, mi- 
nilter of Lacy parish, in the ifland of 
Sanday in O:kney. Inftead of refuming, 
we refer to our former accounts of the 
proceedings in this aifair [ XXViil. 27°. 
AAS» 332. 701. Two lawyers upe 
peared for each ot the parties, and were 
heard this day at great length; and then, 
for clearing fome things advanced ia the 
pleadings, the proceedings before former 
aiicmblics and commiilions were read: 
all which & uch time, that it 
eccame hece lary to adjourn, The ciet 
next dav was hieftly emploved on the cule 
of Shotts, and the pre{bytery of Hamil. 
ton, alieacy related ; but before adjourn- 
ing, the aticmbly agreed to refolve them- 
iel.es into a committee of the whole 
boute, to meet i the evening at fix o'clock 
this afar. Thty met accordingly, 
fat fix hours, ¢, tik twelve. 
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The points on which the debate in the 
committee chiefly turned, were two, oiz, 
1. Prefcription as to fome of the articles 
in the libel, founded upon the form of 
procefs; a defence which was repelled 
by the commifiion, in refpeét of the hej. 
nous nature of the crimes libelled, and 
the continued flagrancy of the feandal 
[xxviil. 445-]. 2. An error in point of 
form; the commifion joft mentioned, 
which found the libel relevant, and ad. 
mitted it to proof, having, when not a 
quorum, in fo far aéted as a court as to 
acjourn. In the reafoning it was obfer. 
ved, that in the civil courts, that of the 
juftices of peace, and in the feflion and 
jutticiary, a quorum is not thought ne- 
ceflary to authorife an adjournment, 
Precedents from ecclefiaftical courts were 
however called for; and it was faid, 
that, in ftri€tnefs, fuch an error might 
annull the whole proceedings ab initio, 
But the defender from the bar fignified, 
that he pafled from other objections, and 
infifted only on the plea of prefcription. 
—— The charging of a multiplicity of 
crimes in one libel [xxvii 513.], was 
likewile objeMed to: A circumftance ta- 
ken notice of in both Cafes, though no 
doubt with difierent views. — ** The de- 
fender is ferved with a libel, charging a- 
gaimit him nolefs than thirty-three crimes, 
towit, eight fornications and attempts 
to ravifh, five affaflinations, nine aéts of 
flander, four aéts of oppreffion, five acts 
of curfing and fwearing, and two forge- 
ries,” [fallehood in certificates given to 
two women with whom he was alledged 
to have been guilty]. Def. 
** Though there are in{tances in the re- 
cords of the church, of minifters being 
brought to trial and depofed for tranl- 
greilions, or even for crimes; yet there 
is no inftance where any one man was e- 
ver acculed of fuch a variety as are laid 
to the charge of the prefent defender. 
Even the records of the court of julticiary 
furnifl, no example of a pannel who ever 
ftood trial for fuch a multiplicity of 
crimes: all, or by far the greateit num- 
ber, are accufed of fingle offences. But 
here, there is a chain of tranfgrefiont, 
a complication of crimes; all of then not 
only entirely incompatible with the [a 
cred chara@er of aclergyinan, but many 
of fuch a nature, as fpeak out a depra- 
vation of every religious or moral prit- 
ciple; nay, fuch as are guarded againtt 
by the Jaws of this and every civilized 
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nation, 2s being deftrudctive to fociety, 
end which fubje@ to fevere punifhments.” 
Parl. mem. —— At laft the queftion was 
pot, Suftain the objections againtt the 
roceedings of the commiffion in Augutt 
1766, or Not? it being underftood, that 
if it carry, Suftain, the defender is in- 
titled to avail himfelf of the plea of pre- 
feription. It carried, Not, 73 to 42 
The committee then proceeding to the 
proof, did, without a vote, find, that 
there was as much of the libel proved as 
to infer the cenfure of Cepofition. 

Oo the 28th, after reading the report 
of this committee, the queition was put, 
Approve of the report, or Not? it being 
underftood, that if it carry, Approve, Mr 
Lyell is to be depofed. It carried, Ap- 
prote, 82 to 30. Accordingly the aflem- 
bly ** did, and hereby do, in the name 
of the Lord Jefus Chrift, the tole king 
and head of his church, and by virtue of 
the power and authority committed by 
him to them, depote Mr Thomas Lyell, 
miniller at Lady parith, from the office 
of the holy minittry; prohibiting and 
difcharging him to exercife the fame, or 
any part thereof, in all time coming. 
And the general afflembly did, and here- 
by do, declare the church and parith of 
Lady parilh vacant, from and after the 
day and date of this fentence.” Mr Ly- 
ell was called, but did net appear. The 
noderator intimated the fentence from 
the chair; and the aflembly ordered Mr 
Lyeil’s name to be ttruck out of the af- 
fembly-roll; and fignitied their diflatil- 
fadion with his prefbytery for chufing 
him a member of ailembly while under 
this procefs. On the 30th a commit- 
tee was appointed to revile Mr Trail’s ac- 
connts, to report to next aflembly. 

A reference from the fynod of Lothian 
and Tweeddale, relating to Dr David 
Dickfon minifter at Newlands, and the 
Pretovtery of Peebles, was taken in on 
the 25th.———For feveral years paft there 
beve been various procefies, civil and 
eceleGaltical, between this gentleman 
and ins prefbytery, or fome of the mem- 
bers of it: he tays, in one of his papers, 
thet he ** has been at leaft ten times 
cepofed and fufpended alternately.” The 
Prefent queftion is chiefly of a civil na- 
ture, == Dr Dickfon (as ts related wa 
reprefentation of the pretbvtery to the 
fyned) was depofed by a fentence of his 
Prefbyterv, April 22. 1767. He appeal- 
ed to the fynod; but not infiflinp, the 
prefbytery protefted that the appeal was 
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fallen from. His church was declared 
vacant June 21.1767. A prefentation 
was thereupon granted and accepted, 
the prefemtee preached feveral times in 
the church, fome of the elders attended 
the prefbytery Jan. 20. 1768, declared 
their fatista€tion with him, and defired 
the prefbvtery to appoint one of their 
number to preach at Newlands, and mo- 
derate a call to him; and the prefbytery 
appointed accordingly. While thefe things 
were traniafting in the prefbytery, Dr 
Dickfon caufed charge the heritors to 
pay him the ftipend due for crop 1767 
and precedings. The heritors prefented 
a bill of fufpenfion, in which they plead 
ed, That as Dr Dickion was depofed on 
the 224 of April 1767, (ia evidence of 
which, an extract of the fentence of dee 
pofition, under the hand of the prefby- 
tery-clerk, was produced), the whole of 
the ftipend 1767, which he had however 
charged for, could not belong to him. 
The Lords, notwith{tanding, pafled the 
bill. In difcufling the reafons of fufpen- 
fion, De Dicklon alledged, That as the. 
fentence of Jepofition was not figned by 
the moderator of the prefbytery, it was 
of no etiect. The heritors replied, That 
it was not the ulual practice of church- 
courts to fipn their minutes and fenten- 
ces. A proof was thereupon ordered of 
the practice of the prefbytery of Peebles 
in es cafes. In confeyuence of the 
fummons iflued, which happened in the 
interval between meetings of prefbytery, 
two minifters and the clerk were exa- 
mined upon oath; and the clerk, without 
the advice or authority of the prefby- 
tery, produced, and left in the hands of 
the clerks of fethon, two volumes of the 
prefbytery-records, together with fome 
bundles of loote papers, containing the 
original minutes of prefbytery for feve- 
ral years back. The prefbytery were 
diflatisfied with their clerk, for producing 
minutes and records of prefbytery to any 
court, without their ezprefs allowance ; 
the rather as they were of opinion, that 
au extract of their fentence of depofition 
was lepal proof that fuch a fentence had 
been patfed. The Lords, by interlocu- 
tor, Feb. 6. 1768, ** in refpe& there is 
no proper evidence produced of the char- 
per Mr Dickfon’s being depofed, find the 
Jetters orderly proceeded, and decern, 
and remit to the Lord Ordinary to pro- 
ceed accordingly.” The prefbytery not 
having been parties in this caufe, had no 
accels to be heard; otherwifle they could 
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have fet feveral fads and arguments in a 
true and proper baht; in particular, to 
the obje@ion, That their minutes were 
not repiftered, and foubferibed bw the 
moderators refpectively, they would have 
anfwered, That im the firft procefs a- 
painftt Dr Dickfon, determined by the 
ailembly 1763, there were feveral origi- 
nal papers, of which the clerk had taken 
no copies, lying in the hands of the 
clerks of affembly, which prevented the 
filling up of the regifter tll thele papers 
were obtained, which was not tila very 
confiderable time after; and that in the 
Jatt procefs aguintt Dr Dicklon, that to 
which the prefent queition relates, it 
was inpofible for the prefbytery to pet 
their minutes tranfcribed into the re- 
pifter, and tubicribed in the ufual form, 
in regard Dr Dickion had forcibly carried 
of, and detained, weit of the minu es 
In that period. The pretbytery having 
pot notice of the before-recited interlo- 
evtor or the court of feflion, found them- 
felves involved in fuch cifficulties, by 
yeslon of this teeminp interierence bee 
tween the civil eod ecciefiaftical jurifdic- 
tions, that they cho'e to delay taking 
anv further fteps towards fettling the 
perth, end referred the cafe to the fv- 
nod for thei jocgement.— The fynod, 
May 4. unanin oully refolved to tranimit 
the aiisir to the aflembly, ordering the 
records of Peevles prefbytery, which the 
fynod that dey ported to be attetted, 
to be laid before the alemblv. Dr Dick- 
fon appealed.—— Dr Dickion was called 
in the iflembiy, May 25. but cid not 
eppear: Med). Dalpleif and Baird ap- 
peared for the prejbytery, ene were 
hear’. After long resioning, a commit- 
tee Was named, confifling of lome meme 
bere out of each iyhoc, before whom the 
prefltery Were required: to lay all the 
onp pal Mirutes from tt eccmMencement 
to the conciotion of this lott 
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further heard upon the ftate of this af. 
fuir contained wm the petition of the pref. 
bytery to the fynod; and the fentence of 
depofition was read from the original 
minutes. The general affembly hae 
ving confidered this whole matter, with 
the original minutes of the pretbytery of 
Peebles, and their regitter, or book, 
How attefled and figned by the modera. 
tors of the preibvtery for the feveral 
years, as allo revited, approved, and ate 
teited, by the fvood of Lothian and 
Tweeddale; and confidering allo what 
appears from the report of their commit. 
tee, confidting of members from all the 
feveral {ynods, to be the pradéice and 
method in which the minutes and records 
of the judicatories, fuperior as well as 
inferior, of this church, bave always 
been kept, they did, unanimovfly, and 
hereby do, find and declare, That the 
faid Dr David Divklon was, upon the 
22d dav of April 1767, depofed by the 
prefbytery of Peebles, and does now ac- 
cordingly ftand depofed from the office of 
the holy minittrv; and that the parilh of 
Newlends is vacent. And in cafe the 
faid Dr David Dickfon thall hereafter 
give « charge to the heritors of the parifh 
of Newlands for the payment of ftpend 
to him, the peneral aflembly appoints 
the procurator tor the church to appear 
for the intereft of the church in that 
matter."——— Dr Dickfon appeared at the 
bar on the 30th, the latt diet of the af- 
fembly, and offered what he called a 
proteit; but the aflembly prohibited the 
cleiks to receive it. 

The proper conmittee reported, on the 
24tl, that there being overtures froma 
corfideratle number of fyneds and prel- 
byteries, propefing an application to be 
node to the King and parliament for ree 
lef to the minilters of the church ot 
Scotlund from the window-tax, they had 
uppointed a fubcommittee to cenficet 
them; and on a motion for that purports 
the aflembly authorifed then: to cell for 
fuch letters or popers on this fubjeR 
were Lefore the committee on the windows 
tax appointed by former efiemblies. 
ihe 28th the moderator, in the eflemblys 
tame, thanked the Lord Advecate tor 
lis pood cf. es in obtaining relief to the 
minifters of this church from the arrears 
ot this tax [xxix. 333-]. On the 20th 
the committee reported, That no further 
tenet was tobe Ved tut by an applica 
tron to perhament. It was agreed oy 
the that this was gota 
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time for making fuch application: but 
the committee formerly named, was con- 
tinued, to whom teveral were added; 
and they were injoined, to foon as a pros 
per opportunity fhould cfter, to make the 
application to parliament, to be relies ed 
from that tax; to apply to the landed in- 
tereft tor their fupport and countenance 
in fuch application; and, in cafe the 
fund of the church fhould not be 
cient to defray the expence of the appli- 
cation, to confider, whether a contribu- 
tion thould be made by all the minifters 
of the church for the above purpote : 
ikewite to have in view the cafe of mi- 
nilters who have no manfes, but pay 
rent for their boufes; and allo, whether 
pniverfities fould be admitted to join in 
the application, in cafe of their being 
willing to join in contributing to the ex- 
pence. The aflensbly recominended it 
tothe monifters of the church to pay the 
tay in the mean time. 

The proper committee reported, on 
the 24th, That a good many alterations 
and emendments were propofed by pref- 
byteries to be made to the overture tranf- 
initted by lait aflembly, concerning the 
licenfing of probationers; and overtured, 
That the aflembly fhould appoint a {pe- 
cial committee to confider the propofed 
alterations and amendments, compare 
them with the overture itfelf, and from 
both to prepare a new draupht of the o- 
verture, to be laid before next aflembly. 
The aflembly appointed, as a committee 
for this purpofe, the Moderator, all the 
Principals and Profeiiors of Divinity in 
the feverel univerfities, Drs George Wi- 
fart, John Erfhine, Cuming, Maqueen, 
Wel fer, Carlvle, and Dick, Meff. Wil- 
lism Bennet, and Lothian, Prof. Ferpu- 
fon, the Confervator, the Procwurator, 
the Lord Adveeate, Mr Sojicitcr Dundas, 
aid Mr Crofiie. 

The tame committee reported their o- 
Pirin, on the 26th, That the aflembly 
iculd teke into conficeration the prie- 
felt from the rigorous exercite of 
tle law of patronepe ; that” they would 
erpont a cominittee of their number to 
Cirelpond with the landed intereft and 
roval boroughs of Scotland, and the fe- 
veral prefhyteries, to cobledt their fenti- 
“ents concerning thefe grievances, and 
\-e proper meafures to be taken for re- 
bess the church from them, and how 
fur it is proper to apply to the legiflature 
repeal of the law itfelf, and to re- 
Peri to next apiinbly. This report was 
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taken into confideration on the 28th. 
After long reafoning, members being ci- 
vided in opinion, whether the ailembly 
fhould then name a committee, as pro- 
poled, or delay the offiir till next aflem- 
bly, the que{tion was put, Commit, or 
Not? it being underftood, that if it car- 
ry Not, the matter is to be delaved till 
next aflembly. It carried, Commit, 53 
to 44; and a committee was accordingly 
appointed, confifting of ten minilters and 
fifteen ruling elders. 

The report of the committee appoint. 
ed by the Jatt aflembly [xxix. 332.], to 
confider of a inethod of tettling parifhes 
when the right falls into the hands of 
the preibytervy, was piven in on the 
27th; and it having been moved, that 
the ad 1732 fhould be tranlinitted te 
prefbyteries as an overture, the motion 
was ordered to lie upon the table. 

The proper committee reported, on 
the 30th, That it appeared, that the 
{tate of the returns, refpedting the three 
overtures tranfmitted by feveral former 
aflemblies, were almoit the lame as laft 
year. The overtures were therefore or- 
dered to be tranimitted again to fuch 
prefbyteries as had not made any returns, 
inorder to their fending up their opi- 
hions thereupon to the next aflembly. 

An a¢t reipecting the forts of commif- 
fions, comprehending the acts 1766 and 
1767, was approved of on the 30th, and 
ordered to be printed along with the o- 
ther adts. 

After referring to the conmiflion all 
caufes not difcuiled, and a fpeech by the 
Commifiioner and by the Moderator as 
ufual, the aflembly was concluded, the 
next aflembly being appointed to meet, in 
the fame place, on Thurfday, May 18, 
1769. 

The commifiion fat down on the 31ft. 
They fuftained a prefentation from the 
crown to Mr Thomas Fergus, probation 
er, to be minifter of Denny, and appoint- 
ed the prefbytery of Stirhng to prcceed 
to bis fetthement.—Oa an application te 
that purpofe from the prefbytery of Earl- 
fion, they tranflated that preflytery-feat 
to Louder; from which town it i; hence 
torward to take its name.——A fentence 
was pronounced again(t Mr William Cru- 
den, late minitter ct Logie and Pert, 
now Relief minilter at Gialgow, of the 
fame import with the fentences of afeni- 
blies spainft Meff.

HE bifhoprick of Lucon is near 
Roctfort, and one of thofe 
which, being diftant from the 

: metropolis, may be called a 
rich one; as, in proportion to the reve- 
nue, all provifions are fo amazingly 
cheap. I take the literty to mention 
this as my reafon why his Lordfhip was 
stle to do fuch munificent 2é&s in his 
almoft fuperior to royalty. 
From his taking the gown he had a fin- 
cere afle@ion for Madame de Rouwvraie, 
who wes ef a very noble family ; but one,

amorg the almoft innumerable inftan- 
ces in France, of bigh blood, without the 
proper means to fupport it. 

The Abte, though with no income at 
firft but what his genius and abilities, 
joined to uncommon incuftry, could pro- 
duce, ever fupported her as a gentlewo- 
man. He taught mufic, to fing, to paint 
in crayons, and water colours, befides 
giving lediures in different fciences; and 
all to replenifh the purfe of Madame de 
Rouvraie. 

He now got advanced in the church ; 
fhe of courfe advanced with him: but 
he took care to board her always in fuch 
pious and reguiar families, that envy it- 
felf (and that quickeft of all, the envy of 
ber own lex) never could fix a flain on 
his, or her character. 
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By the various great ocfer: im marriage, 
which fhe often refufed, it is viftole the 
prejerred the Abbe. and his celetial 
qualities, to all earthly ones; and fhe 
would give it for a reafon why fhe did 
pot enpage in that tate, thot there was 
but one Didevora m the world, and he 
was termed to Chritt: Find ine a fe- 
cond not fo engeped,” the, and] 
willenter into matrimony with him ime 
yoeciatelv.” 

His merits, now, being promulgated, 
he was mace a chanoine of the cathedral 
church of Anjers, capital of the province 
of Anjou; and, from thence, dean of 
Nantz; from whence he wes renwoved to 
the bithoprick of Lucon. Grown now 
independent, and Laving eartv declared 
th.t he was an enemy to tranflations, he 
set hinvelf down guiet!y on provi- 
jon; and Macame de Rouvraie now ap- 
peared with that rank ard Juitve her me- 
sits fo well Ceferved. 

He built an clerant feat for her, with- 
ina Jeacue of his paluce, and fixed it im 
the middle of afpaciwous park. No »ardens 
were inore elegant than thefe ef Mount- 
Cerne!, (fer hat was the name of the 
feat); and her grottoes, her caleader, her 
founiaims, Were the Lopic of every con- 
verfation. 

His vilits were always in open day, at- 
tenced by chaploins, and other fafe evie 
cence; nor would he ever be alone with 
ber, though in broad funfhine; bs which 
he quenched every (park of malice 
the moment it wes tleuck with a view to 
light up the flame of perfecuticn. 

But their chief pleafure contifted in 
mutual letters ; many of which are now 
at Paris, and more are intended. 

How beautifully does Pope pifiure the 
piecfure of an intercourfe as letters 
afford, the fol'owing lines! 

Heaven taught letters for fame wretch’s 
aul, 

foeme banith’d lover, or fome captive maid: 

They live, they tpeak, they breathe, what 
love mfpires, 

Warm from the foul, and farthful to its fires: 

"The virgin’s with, without her fears, IMpart; 

Facule the bluth, and pour out all the heart; 

speed the tort mtercourfe from foul to foul, 

And watt a figh from Indus to the Pole. 


Though thefe lovers were not fepara- 
ted hike Elovfa and Abelard, yet may 
port of their diftreflzs be imagined 
the fame. He could not marry; the 
would not, in fpite of all his folicitations; 
haviny often declared to her in the ten- 
hours, that he could ecually love

of the univerial grief which sd all o- 
ver that conntry, for the of the 
pious Chriftian, fincere friend, pood 
ftor, and fine pent 'eman that ever France, 
or any other country, has produced.

Not to be oO; ened till after ms death. 

[ ber, Madame de Rouvrace! that, is 
regard of the tende: friendthio which bas 
fo maty years inviolab'y fuchitted between 
us, even in the hour of mv death, that 
you will grant me my left defires. 

You will find rons in this cabi- 
net: and, be they more or when I 
die, the ufe I defign them tor, is, (my 
debts firtt paid), that vou, Madame de 
Rouvraie, will accept of oll the poor re- 
mainder, cs a proof, though a finali one, 
of the Jaft aff Aion of mv heart. 

At the fame tune, I requeit you not to 
grieve ovey Much, at the jolts of the fn- 
cereft friend that ever jad being ; and 
yet, not worthy of a triend like you. 

No one knows of this bequett; ard 
bep it mav ever remain concealed. Yours, 
in the very hour of death, as he was 
through life, = The Bithop of Lucon.” 

As he had built her fuch an clegant 
retreat in the neighbourhood, he fhewed 
his tender re(pe@ for her, by defung to 
be buried at a convent jome hundred 
miles from Lucon, where he orginally 
had been a member; leit, being depofi- 
ted under the eyes of Madame de Rou- 
vraic, it awake thofe feelings, 
which, by his laft letter, he feems to 
wifb {he would feel no longer. 

Yet fuch is the nature of prief, that 
there is an avarice in hoarding it: for, 
in one cf her private apartments, the 
has the eflipy of her dear departed Lord 
in wax; drefled as he was wont to be in 
life : and, being like the layman at 4

jetted, is more than a punifhment ade- 


quate to the crime he has committed, he 
fhould pot have brought bimfelf into this 
unfortunate predicginent, by flying from 
the jultice of his country: he 
prover to do fo, and he mbft tafle th 
fruits of his own condu@, however bite 
ter and unpalatable they mav be ; and al- 
though we may be heartily forry for any 
clon who bas brought himielf into this 
fitu ition, it is not in our power, God for- 
bid it fhe uv ‘dever be in our power, to de 
ae him from it: we can’ prevent the 
judpement of the law by creatirg irrepue 
laity in the proceedings; we can’t pre. 
vert the of that judgement 
by parvoning the crime. If the defend-

— Thofe who 
imagine judges are capable of being in- 
fluenced by fuch unworiny, indirect means, 
mott grof:ly deceive themfelves and, 
for my own part, I truit that mv temper, 
and the colour and condu& of my life, 
have clothed me with a fuit of armour 
to (hield me from fuch arrows. If I have 
ever fupported the King’s meafures ; if I 
have ever afforded any atiutance to po- 
wernment; if I have difiharged my duty 
ina public or private chara€ter, by ene 
deavouring to preferse pure and pertect 
the principles of the conititution, maine 
taining untullied the honour of the courts 
of juttice, and, by an upright adiint- 
{tration of, to give a due effect to, the 
laws, I have hitherto done it without a- 
nv other pift or rewerd than that molt 
pleafing and molt hovourable one, the 
confuientious conviétion of dome what 
wasnioht. donot otfe@ to {corn tne 
opinion of mankind; I with earneiily for 
popularity, I will feek, and will have po- 
pularitv: but T will teil you bow T will 
obtain it; owill have that popularity 
which follows, and not that whichis run 
atter. Jtis not the applaufe of a day, 
tis notthe huzzas of thoufands, that 
can give a moment's fatisfaction to a ra- 
tional being: that man’s mind in- 
deed be a weak one, end his ambition of 
a moft depraved fort, who can be « apti- 
vated by tuch wretched allurements, or 
fatished with fuch momentary gratifica- 
tions. fay with the Rowan orator, 
and can fay it with as much truth as he 
did, Ego hoc animo femper fai, ut invi- 
diam wirtuie partam, gloriam, now 
But the threats have 
been carried turther; perfonel violeme 
has been Cenounced, volefs public 
mour be complied with. [ do not fear 
fuch threats, I don’t believe there is anv 
reajon to*fear thein: it is not the genius 
of the worlt of men in the worit of times 
to proceed to iuch fhockiag extremities.

contufion in chufing that part, they far-

fesit. He adds, it is probable that fe- 
veral other of the moft remote parts in 
cur mountains are not wenting in objects 
as fingular as thefe, and well deierving 
fome it quiry. 

I heatily join with Mr Baretti in 
® lang thet fuch inquiry was made, and 
woud earneftiy recommend it to thole 
gentlemen who mav have an opportuni- 
ty, and are qualified for it, to exert 
their utmoit endeavours to attain this 
veluable end. But here € muit obferve, 
thet iLis in vain for any Englifiman, let 
himtbe ever fo learned, or well verfed in the 
mocern languazes of Europe, to atiempt 
it. Tt will then naturally be afked, 
mu? would anfwer, either au Ar- 
morican Briton, an Highlander, or a 
Welfhinan ; to the latter of which, if 
any fuch who underftands the lanpuage 
ould make the tour of Italy, I would 
fecominend the above inquiry.

choice of ; for fome fuch there ace, though 
but few: but if fuch an one cannot be 
had, and pentlemen would be ata finall 
additional expence, they might eatily 
procure two perfons, who underitood 
both dialects, #. ¢. one each: but if they 
fhould chufe to take one perfon only with 
them, I would, contrary to the common- 
ly-received opinion, recommend a perfon 
who underitands the South-Wales dia- 
leét, as the moft ancient, and confequent-

SIR, London, May 18. 
THE following obfervations, made by 
the author of a late publication, 
intitled, A fix-weeks tour through the 
fouthern counties of England and Wales, 
ferve as a confirmation of the fentiments 
of many fenfible men, that riots are ge- 
neriliy commenced and promoted by 


fuch of the labouring poor as earn moft 
money. 


“In the Welt of Enpland,” favs the 
author of the Tour, ** the late riots on ace 
count of the high price of provifions, 
ran higher, end were more violent, 
than in any part of the kingdom. As I 
paffed through thefe parts, I made feve- 
ral inquiries concerning the rioters, aod 
found, that they in general confiiled 
moft of manufaéturers ; that the labuur- 
ers among them were inftigated by the 
manufalurers ; who were not only infi- 
nitely the moft numerous, but were thofe 
who began. 

I was not at all furprifed at this in- 
formation, which, from its generality, 
I have greet reafon to believe true. In 
the South of Enpland, likewife, there 
was much ricting ; and alfo by manufac- 
turers, few labourers among them. In 
the Eaft too was a riot, particularly at 
Long Melford, &c. between Sudbury 
and Lavenham: this was compofed of 
labourers ; remarkably fo; for they 29-

farm-yard they came to.

“1 the meeting. Such general meeting, 
or Mecting for eleéting’ the committee, 
mult not be fewer than nine in number, 
Who, either as principals or proxies, aie 
Pledd of no lefs than 300 fhares. 
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A toll not exceeding two pence Ster- 
ling per ton per mill thall be leviable by 
the company op all goods, and one pen- 
ny per ton per mile, on ull empty veilels, 
navigated on the canal or cut. But it 
fuch veilels return loaded within fourteen 
days, a deduction (hall be made for the 
empty tonnage : provided that vetlels ha- 
ving lefs than fifteen tons on board, and 
veiels of thirty tons burthen and up- 
wards which {hall not be two thirds load- 
ed, thail be deemed empty vetiels. 

Lime and lime-fione ihall not pay more 
than one fourth, and iron-ftone more 
than one halfof thetolls. Paving ttones, 
gravel, and all other materials for making 
and repairiny roads (lime-ttone excepts 
ed), and alfo dung, foil, marl, and ail 
forts ef manure, if not loaded higher 
than the fides of the boats, thall not pay 
any toll. But the articles exempted from 
toll {hall not pats through aay lock, but 
when the water thall flow over the place 
made tor difcharging the overplus water, 
otherwife they fhall pay toll as lime or 
lime-ttone. No veil] under fifteen tong 
burthen (hall pafs through any lock with- 
out a licence in writing. 

The dividend. of the proprietors fhall 
not exceed ten per cent. upon the fums 
paid in. When they exceed that fum, 
the tolls are to be lowered. 

Pieafure -boats are allowed to the awn- 
ers or occupiers of the adjoining lands, 
but they are not to pafs through any 
lock, without confent, carry any goods, 
or obf{truct the navigation. 

The company fhall make, and keep in 
repair, fuch drains into the canal and 
cut, a3: fhali at all times be fufficient to 
convey the water from the land adjoin- 
ing. Cattle deprived of wateringepiaces 
by this work, fhall be provided with o- 
ther watering-places by the company. 

The company fhall make fuch bridges 
and paflapes over, under, or through the 
canal and cut, as the commifhioners {hall 
judge neceflary; and the owners and oc- 
cupiers of land adjoining, mav hhewile, 
their own expence, make fuch bridges 
or pailages, with confent of the 
tee; or, if they refule, with confent of 
the commifhoners. 

Land-owners are impowered to make 
navigable cuts through their own lands, 
to communicate with the canal or celia- 
teral cut; which however are not there- 
by to be deprived of any teceiliry wa- 
ter: and cther land-owners adjoming, 
may continue iach navigable cuts through 

their Jands. But fuch private cuts are 
Ov 2 net 
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not to be made in the fame line of dire‘tion 
with the canal or collateral cut, which 
Hight tend to diminifh the lock-dues of 
either, but fliall join the canal or colla- 
teral cut at the nesreft pra¢licable part. 

The land-owners adjoining may erect 
wharfs, warehouies, on their own 
Jands: but if not done within tweive 
months after notice piven them by the 
company, the company may build them. 
The rate of wharfage fha!] pot exceed 
three pence per ton, untels the 
remain on the wharf longer than fix days. 

Perfons wilfully placing a vetlel fo as 
to ob/tru@ the navigation, if not removed 
immediately upon reque{t made, fhall for- 
feit a {um not above ten nor below five 
fhillings, for every hour (uch obttryaion 
continues : and the ee may, if ne- 
cefiary, canie remove and unload fuch 
vetlel, and loading, ull 
ch arpes are id. 

Perlons obftrutiing the paflaze, by 
floatin» timber. loud ling a with tim- 
ber fo as the timber fhall lie over the fides 
of the veile!, or overloading any vetlel, who 

fhall not, on notice given, immediately 
remove the obftruction, thall forfeit five 
pounds. 

Pertons throwing ballalt, &c. into the 
canat, cut, or any of the trenches or 
Weler-conrtes, forfeit five pound:.

cut wilh water, from fuch noes as thall 
be found in meking it, trom lochs 
or ftreams as fhall be found within 50° 
vards from any part of it, from any part 
of the water of Aven below finkabout- 
in}, from the burn of Millhall below the 
mil, and from anv other river, itrea™, 
or Joch, within tour unies from the 
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f) as not to hurt the canal from the Forth 
to the Clyde. : 

Like powers are granted to this Bor- 
row(tounnels company as to the Forth 
and Clyde canal company. 

The commiflioners of the Jand-tax, the 
reprelentutives parlicment, and the 
deputy-fherifts, of the counties of Lin- 
lithgow and Stirling ; the reprefentatives 
in patliement for the diftriét of boroughs 
of Linlithgow, Selkirk, Peebles, and La- 
nerk, and for the diftridt of boroughs 
of Stirling, Inverkeithing, Queensterry, 
Dunfermline, and Culrofs ; and the pro-. 
yvofts of Linlithgow and Stisling, are ap- 
pointed commitlioners for this cut, of 
whom five to be a quorum, to have the 
fame powers as the commiioners for the 
Forth and Clyde canal have. 

The proprietors are impowered, for 
eyecuting the work, to raife sooo]. in 
{hares of 501. each; which, if not fufh- 
cient, they are impowered to raife 30001. 
more. 

The tolls are not to exceed three half- 
pence per ton per mile. Lime, lime- 
ftone, and iron-flone, pay only one third 
of the toll. Paving-ftones, gravel, ma- 
nure, &c. exempted from toll, under 
the conditions prefcribed with regaid to 
the Forth and Clyde canal. 


Further extracts from a pamphlet, intitled, 
Thoughts on the intended navigable 
communication between the friths of 
Forth and Clyde [40.], publifbed while 
tous bill was in dependence, and general- 
ly aferibed to Ale George Chalmers mer- 
chant in Edinburgh. 


THE forfeited eitates in Scotland, now 

in the hands of the crown, was the 
fund intended for the execution of this 
work. The prois rent of thofe annexed 
to the crown, (exclufive of woods), may 
be about 8500 1. per ann.; and that of 
thole unannexed, under the inznagement 
Cl the court of exchequer, about 1500]. 
If effates were fold at the prelent 
rates which lands in their refpetive neigh- 
bourhoods give, there would, no doubt, 
be an ample fund for making the canal 
the bipheft dimenfions, free of toll, 
convcerable reverfion befides. But 
it does not appear, that an annual fum 
cen be atforded out of them, as a fund 
for borrowing money upon, equal to this 
UlGerteking, or even to aid it properly ; 
and it would bean unprofitable method to 
borrow upon them, as probably they do 
bet yield clear ebove two or perhaps one 


and a half per cent. of the fums they 
would fell for. 

The ad for annexing thefe eftates to 
the crown [xiv. 161.], was planned by a 
wile and great patriot, tor noble and va- 
luable purpofes. It becomes not me to 
fay, how far it would be proper to alie- 
nate fuch of thole eitates as are fituated 
in the proper highland uncivilized coun- 
try. Many people believe, it would be 
more proper to add to them thofe ettates 
above mentioned, which are alike fituated, 
and not yet annexed. 

But there are certain parts of thofe 
forfeited eftates, particularly of that of 
Perth, fituated in the low country, where, 
according te my information, the people 
are as much civilized as in Mid-Lothiana 
or Middlefex. 

There (urely can lie little, I will fay, no 
objeAion whatever, to a fale of fuch 
parts, and to the applying of the produce 
tothe making of the canal, if it be 
thewn further, (as IT mean to do), that 
no niealure whatever can tend fo eflen- 
tially, fo radically, or fo permanently, to 
the wife and valuable purpofes of the an- 
nexation-aét itfelf, as the making of this 
communication. 

The great diftance from the civilized 
trading parts of Scotland, and the almoft 
infuperable difficulties of accefs, are the 
chief, perhaps the only caufes, of the 
long unpolifhed rude (tate of the weit 
highlands and iflands. Every one knows 
they are inaccetlible from the eat fide by 
land for any purpoles of trade or improve- 
ment; and the communication by fea 
from the frith of Forth by the Orkneys, 
is not only about 500 Englifh miles di- 
ftant from Fort-Wailham, which I reckon 
the centre of that country, but alio im- 
praicabie in winter. 

If the intended canal is made, Fort- 
Williain, for example, will be drawn 
immediately 200 miles nearer by water 
to Edinburph, and will be accetlivle at ail 
times of the year. The fmall neck of 
Jand near Tarbot, or rather at Loch Cri- 
neo, where the peninfula of Kintyre 
joins the main land of Argyle, can be 
made navigable, according to my intor- 
mation from perfonsof fell, who have in- 
{pected and furveved at with view, 
for a very few thouland pounds. 

If this alfo is done, thefle biphlands 
and iflands will be brought about 150 
niles nearer by water to the loyal and 
large trading city of Glafpow, and the 
neighbouring civilized country, wud 
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will be drawn above 3co miles nevrer to 


Edinburgh, and the fouth-eaft parts of 


Biitain. IT pretend not to a minute ace 
curacy in thefe dittances : nor is it mate 
rial; any perfon who pleafes to look at 
a map may tatisty 

It will be obsious what amazing influ- 
ence this eale of communicetion will in 
time etiedt, by uniting theie parts in 
pealure With the enilizeo country; by 
promoting fifheries, manufadtures, and 
mduttry, among them; piving the inha- 
bitants thereby the means of being con- 


ftantly and employed; and ba- 
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fteadily and permanently, without any 
interruption, or ever fleepina: and not 
like the wifeft laws; the etleés of which 
though tramed with the bighett forefiy it 
ef Lumen wifdom, depend almott totally 
wpon a proper and fieady execution, 
which is perhaps not to be expected, a 
leatt for any coptinuancey the nature 
of our conttiitutlion,

li all the low-country forfeited eftates 
were joid, and the price applied to the 
canal, and if the whole of the reft were 
annexed, and continued under the ma- 
harpement of the fame truftees, but the 
produce to be a fund for raifing money 
upon, to be applied in the fame way, it 
would go a great length. 

The !epiftature of Ireland alfo, fo con- 
flant and generous in promoting every 
hational undertaking, would no doubt 
contribute to this one, upon a proper 
eppiication, as it would be of fo much 
advantage to that kingdom. By thefe 
Means there might be fund enough to 
carry through the greateit depth, and at 
Do ligher lockage than a halfpenny a- 
tun on our own veffels. The making of 
the canal and the toll mipht be under 
tie monagement of the fame truftees, 
Wit fome others joined to them, to fit

exchequer, as thefe boards are. The 
furplus of the toll might be applied to 
the purpoles of the annexation-act, or to 
the lowering of it further, on Britifh 
veflels, as might be thoueht proper. 

If the expence thould be reckoned e- 
ven at half a million, for a round fum, 
to make the patiige of proper depth, the 
intereit of this, if borrowed by the pu- 
blic at 3 per cent. is but 15,0001. and a 
toll of td. a-tun, upon 100,000 tuns of 
goods, call it for forty miles, including the 
Glafpow fide branch, is near 17,0001. 
But in all probabilitv this quantity: will 
be doudled, in a thort courfe of vears, 
if the paflage is made of full depth ; to 
that one haltpenny a-tun night go near 
to anfwer the intere(t. 

The cireumftances of this are 
greatly altered in favour of deep water 
fince Mr Smeaton’. fecond report and 
plan, made autuma, were publithed. 
He has given three eftimates ; one for 
a cana! of feven feet deep, amounting to 
147,000 1.3 one tor eight and a half feet 
deep, | for veil-Is evrht feet wa- 
ter], amounting to 198,000; and one 
for ten feet deep, amounting to 293,000}. 

Before thet publication, it was very 
doubtful, Whether a fuiiciency of 
water could be collected at the fummit, 
or point of partition, for a greater depth 
than feven or eight feet; and, 2dly, 
Whether it was practicable to carry the 
canal fo as to enter in deeper water than 
feven or etnht feet tn Ctyde. Mr Simea- 
ton, bv iis Jatt farvey and plan, made 
upon the {uj pofition of 106,000 tulls of 
goods to pat annually, has fhewn, that 
water for ten times that quantity of 
goods can be collected at the fummit, or 
point of partition, im cafe the trade 
fhould ever require it: asd he has alfo 
fhown, that the cana) can be extended 
to enter the Clyde at a place where 
there is conitantly fourteen to fifteen 
feet water, andthat for a very moderate 
expence when compared with the object. 
His words, as to water, p. 13. of the 
Report, follow. “ In fhort, was ten 
times as much water neceflury for the 
canal as what appears to be fo, there is 
the evident means of bringing it, and 
amalling it, without putting any ftrain 
upon nature. [therefore bep leave once 
more to repeat a pillage, p. 16. of my 
former Report. ** It does not ad.uit of 
a doubt, but that nature has furn. hed 
a practicability of bringing as much was 
ter to the point cf partition as can pofli- 
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bly be wanted, and that by means fuff- 
ciently fimple and eafy.” And again: 
fo that there is all poflible certainty 
that the canal will be amply fupplied 
fiom end to end.” [xxix. 235. ] 

Mr Smeaton indeed has not fpecified 
the particular depth of water in Clyde ; 
tut Mr Mackell, the other engineer, 
founded it, and found fourteen to fifteen 
feet at the intended place of entry 5 and 
the water increafes the further down the 
frith. This is confirmed bv the accurate 
furveys made by order of the magittrates 
of Glafgow, which are printed and pu- 
biithec. 

Thefe cireumfances atford the highett 
encouragement for having the work exe- 
coted in the mott proper and extenfive 
manner. It mav be added, that the 
Forth is the noble(t and fafeft inlet for 
f{hipring perhaps in Furope. The Civde 
is allo very commodious. The fituation 
for a harbour at the eattend of the ca- 
nal, as ceferibed by Mr Smeaton, ts re- 
markably commodiour, for depth of wa- 
ter, and eafe of accefs. That at the 
weft end would allo be very fafe and 
convenient, being fheltered from the 
feo, and the wefteriy winds, which a- 
jone are hurtful in that frith, by the 
cattle and rifing prounds at Dumbarton. 
The whole track, excepting a few miles 
of uneven grourd, feems, to vfe an ex- 
pretlion of Mr Smeaton’s, as if tormed 
by nature for a proper communication 
between the two feas; and the canal can 
be carned through alio, without joming 
In its internal track with ony river or 
large fiream of water, which are very 
Congerous to fuch navigations. 

Upon the whole, it would teem no dif- 
ficult thing to prove, that if half a mil- 
lion, or even « larger fum, was funk in 
this «4 proper and tiee communi- 
cation, there might be as much, and 
perheps a preat deal more, fully gained 
to thefe nations, in one fingle year of a 
general wor, by the advantages it would 
give to our trode, manufactures, and a- 


priculture, by the increafe of revenue 
by the faving of the charge of a number 
of cruilers, and by the addition of ftrength 
and (fecurity it would Zive to this king- 
dom and its allies. 

That I may be thought to fpeak here 
within bounds, let it be noticed, for one 
article, that the value, in time of war, 
of the foreign and home trade of the 
port of London alone, outward and jn. 
ward, which paties through the Channel, 
aud including the value of the thipping 
which carries it, and falls to be infured 
twice, atid fometimes oftener, in a vear, 
cannot be computed much under fifteen 
milions per ann. exclufive of the 
dia trade *. 

It is not material to the arpument 
though this calculition be over-rated: 
for 5 per cent. faved upon the iniurance 
of one third of the fum, would be 
250,000}. ; and it will be eafy to conceive 
from thence what the wole advantages, 
of various kinds, to G. Britain and Ire 
land in general, when colleéted, may a- 
mount to. 

Sutler me then, once more, to men- 
tion what fhould be ever kept in view in 
the confideration of this atfair, That 
England is interefted in this canal, only 
in Proportion to the lownefs of the toll, 
and the depth of water, but elpecially 
the lait. If the paflage is made deep e- 
nough, it will be of the most capital im- 
portance to ber interefts, perbaps ten 
times more fo than it will be of to Scot- 
land, becaufe there is no comparifon in 
the value of their trade. Further, what- 
ever benefit Scotland may receive, it will 
in fome Cegree-e turn to England, by en 
atling the former to pay a greater thare 
of the public taxes, which no country 
can do without the means. I will add 
an agreeable, end an uncommon circum 
ftance, That this advantage to England 
mav be obtained, either in whole or ia 
part, by means of what may be termed 
at prefent a Scotch fund, without any 
new burden on herfelf.

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Continuation of the account of Dr Kenni- 
undertaking. [185. ] 


Al the end of the fourth year, 1763, 
it appears that the number of B:bli- 
cal Hebrew MSS known in G. Britain 
and Ireland, amounted to one hundred 
and twenty-four. Of thele thirty-two 
hed now been collated; and the original 
collations of eighteen, having been fairly 
ed, were depofited in the Bod- 
leian library. Amone the MSS collated 
this year, were fix belonging to the Bri- 
til Mufeum 5 the truftees of which had 
manitetted their regard to Dr Kenni- 
cots undertaking, by making an order, 
thet all the Hebrew MSS thould be ta- 
ken with him to Oxford, and collated 
tere. Accordingly, out of their twen- 
ty-fix MSS, fix were delivered to him in 
i763, which were carefully and faithful- 
ly returned within the vear. 

One of theie fiz MSS was the Samari- 
fan Pentateuch, given by Abp Uther to 
Sir R. Cotton ; a copy which is exceed- 
valuchle, being almoft the only 
complete one in Europe, uniformly writ- 
ten by the fame hand: and it is above 
goo years old. This, and a Bodleian 
MS of the fame kind, were collated by 
ovr learned indefatigable author, with 
the Samaritan text in the London Poly- 
plot; and from this collation it appears, 
teat the Samaritan text in that Polyglot 
(nother refpedts worthy of preat com- 
MenGation) is very inaccurately printed; 
but that thefe two MSS will correét_ ma- 
hy of the errors there found, and, like- 
Wile, feverat errors found in the Paris 
Polyglot. This is a point of preat im- 
portance, and which requires particular 
etlention, in juthice to the Samaritan 
Pentateuch itfelf: for it can be no won- 
Cer, that fome very learned men have 
Jucged it to be very erronesus, when 
‘iat printed copy on which fuch judge- 
ment has been (at leaft in England) ge- 
herally formed, is found to be printed fo 
correctly. Thole MSS, therefore, are 
ce'ervedly to be held precious ; as they 
preatly corre the printed text of 
thet Pentateuch, without the effiftance 
of which, it is prefumed that the He- 
brew Pentateuch will never be reftored 
to its Original purity. In favour of the 
S-maritan Pentateuch, Dr Cudworth, 
that ornament to learning and to our 
fcuntry, has given a remarkable teftimo- 
hy. For in a treatife of his, int.tlec, 
The union of Chrift and the church, come

menting on a text which is expreffed in 
the printed Hebrew differently from the 
quotations of it in the New Teftament, 
he oblerves thus: But laftly, that 
which is moft of all confiderable ; altho’ 
thole Hebrew copies which now we have 
received from the Jews, read it other- 
wile; yet that incomparable antiquity of 
the Samaritan Pentateuch, which feems 
to be truer in many places than our copies 
are, hath itas it is four feveral times quo- 
ted in the New Yettament.” To this 
authority mav be added that of Sir Ifaac 
Newton, which is very favourable to a 
collation of the Hebrew MSS, by aflert- 
ing the corrupt tlate of the text as print- 
ed: for there are to be feen, in that 
man’s hand-writing, feveral cor- 
reétions of the printed Hebrew, fome of 
which exaétly coincide with the correc- 
tions made by the learned Father Houdi- 
pant. 

With the fix MSS from the Britifh 
Muteum, Dr Kennicott collated, in this 
year, four belonging to the Bodleian ; 
two lent from the hbrary of the dean 
and chapter of Weltminiter; one, very 
elepant. and containing the whole Bible, 
fent by the univerfity of Aberdeen ; two 
fiom Trinity collese, Dublin; and one 
tranfinitted from Lekkerkirk near Rot- 
terdam. In thele tixteen MSS a great 
number of varicus readings were difco- 
vered, and feveral of them are of confie 
derable confequence ; particularly, in the 
MSS from Lekkerkirk. In the text of 
this MS is found the very word (fignify- 
ing all) in Deut. xxvii. 26. (printed ia the 
Somaritan text) which makes fo material 
a part of St Paul’s quotation, Gal. i. 
10. and is fo neceflary to the Apoftle’s 
argument, that our Englifh tranflators 
have thought themlelves obliged to infert 
it, though it is not interted in the print- 
ed Hebrew. To this lift of MSS our e- 
minent collator has added a very ancient 
MS of the Hebrew Pentateuch, promifed 
to be fent bim by the learned Profeflor 
Schuliens at Levden ; which Profetfor 
had, alfo, employed perfons to collate, 
under his own infpection, the MS of the 
Samaritan Pentateuch inthe library at 
Leyden. 

In erder that the feveral collations 
which were making abroad, might be 
carried on upon the fame plan, and with 
the fame attention to all the neceflary 
circumftances which were obferved at 
home, Dr Kennicott printed, this year, 
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and fent to the foreign collators, a large 
fheet, de(cribing the whole method upon 
which he proceeded. 

At Rome, the lols that had been fai- 
tained by the deaths of the Cardinals 
Paflionei and Spinelli, was made uo by 
the patronave of the Cardinals Alani 
and Torregiani; the former of whom af- 
fured the Doctor, that every 
MS, which he had mentioued, thould be 
at the fervice of his work. It was coun. 
tenanced, likewile, bv the prelate Mon- 
fig. Moarefotcht, fecretary to the col- 
De propavanda who performed 
manv fervice: to the colletor, Protetlor 
Conttanzi. The Rev. Fathers Xavier 
Valfguez and Auguitino Giorgi, of the 
Auguitinian convents; the coliepe of the 
Maronites; and Sig. Abbate Balluti, did, 
alio, readily grant the ufe of their MSS, 
on this occafion. The fecond commiteon 
fent by our learned cuthor to Rome, was 
for the collation of leventeen MSS; twelve 
in the Vatican, and five in the other li- 
braries before mentioned: and the Pro- 
feiior, after having collated fome of 
thefe MSS, tranf{mitted to him the fol- 
Jowing notice. Jn codicibus mox laudatis, 
plures atque eas quidem magni moment? va- 
riantes lectiones me invenifje letaberis et, 
quod gr atifjin ur: tore onfido, in codice 
Bibliotheca Angelica ca Danielis et Efdra 
capita, que Chaldaice tantum jcripta vulgo 
tar Chaltaice tum etiam E- 
braice feripta deprehendi. 

ln Spain, a cateloeue of the MSS of 
the Hebrew Bible, in the Ef. urial, was 
procured by the muncio at Madrid, foli- 
cited by Cardinal Spinelli; and was «ent, 
betore bis Eminence’s death. The 
faine Cardinal had earneftly requeited his 
friend tle nuncto to procure catalogues 
of the Heorew MSS guctquot wel in Reviis 
vel in pubiscss paniarun Eidliothecis af- 
fervantar snd the catalogue 
was eccompanied with a promile, 
catalogues ot the MSS in the other pu- 
blic hbraries of Spain fhould foon afier 
be fent 4ewite. The learned end reve- 
rend Fraticiico Perez Bayer, canon and 
trealurer of the preat church et Toledo, 
cid, allo, tavour Dr Kennicott with an 
account of the leveral valuable Hebrew 
NSS in bis own library together with 
exact ipecimens of the chare@er in which 
each MSis written; which fpecimens are 
exceec elegent and curious. The 
olveit cf his MSS wis written in 131g. 

At Turin, fix of the moft valuable of 
the ioscl MSS were collated, by order of 


the King of Sardinia; and a fecond col. 
lation was carrying on at Florence. Sir. 
Horatio Mann did, likewife, recommend 
the defign to Count Firmian, governor of 
the Milanefe; applied to him for a cata- 
logue of the Hebrew MSS in the Ambro. 
fian library at Milan, cohtained leave to 
have them collated, and procured the 
learned Henrico a Porta to undertake 
the collation of then. This profeffor 
drew up an eccellent account of thefe 
MSS, and one of them ts the ancient 
Sainaritan which Montfau- 
con wilhed to have collated. 

The other places where collations were 
this year fu ceisfully proiecuted, were 
Hamburg, Berlin, Drefden, and Paris; 
et whieh citv, Profeilor Ladvocat, 
and his pupils, retufed to accept any pe- 
cuniary gratification. Ina letter to Dr 
Kennicott, the Profeflor obferves, that 
**they had nofuch cuftom in the Sorbonne; 
and that both he and his young prople 
thought themfelves extremely happy, in 
being able to contribute to a work fo ule- 
ful, and even fo necetlary to the ftudy of 
the facred icriptures.” 

There is not any quarter of the world, 
from which our learned collator was not 
ardently de firous to procure the knowledge 
and the ule of Hebrew MSS; and vet 
he did not pretend that it would be potli- 
ble to obtain collations of half the Hebrew 
MSS already known in Europe only. 
that,” favs he, will foon be 
pronounced impoflib'e; when it is confi- 
dered, that the MSS of the whole, or 
parts of the Hebrew Bible, which are al- 
ready known, (exclufive of thofe in ovr 
own three kingdem: ), are —in Italv 117, 
— Germany 87, — France 70, — Holland 
32, — Spain 20, —Swiflerland, Denmark 
and Sweden 10—total, already known 
abroad, 336. This fum, added to that of 
the MSS at home, amounts to 4603 
which will probably be extended to 500. 
And how very defirable would it be, it 
it were pollible to comprife in this work 
the various readings of the whole 500 
MSS ?— if it were poflible to make it at 
once peried in its kind — without leaving 
the Old Teftament ftill fubje@& to appen- 
dix after appendix, and addition upon ad- 
dition; as hath been the cafe with the 
New Teftament, and isthe cafe at this 
very day? for there are yet many MSS 
uncollated of this fecond part of holy 
fcripture; notwithf{tanding the thirty 
vears lebour of Dr Mill, who publifhed 
the various readings of near one — 
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
